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CALENDARS. 


Instructions  to   Bditops. 


The  Master  of  the  Rolls  desires  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Editors  of  Calendars 
to  the  following  considerations,  with  a  view  to  secure  uniformity  of  plan  in  the 
important  works  on  which  they  are  engaged  : — 

He  is  anxious  to  extend,  as  far  as  is  consistent  with  proper  economy  and  - 
despatch,  the  utility  of  the  Calendars  of  State  Papers  now  publishing  under  his 
control :  1st.  As  the  most  efficient  means  of  making  the  national  archives 
accessible  to  all  who  are  interested  in  historical  inquiries ;  2nd.  As  the  best 
justification  of  the  liberality  and  munificence  of  the  Government  in  throwing 
open  these  papers  to  the  public,  and  providing  proper  catalogues  of  their 
contents  at  the  national  expense. 

The  greater  number  of  the  readers  who  will  consult  and  value  these  works 
can  have  little  or  no  opportunity  of  visiting  the  Public  Record  Office,  in  which 
these  papers  are  deposited.  The  means  for  consulting  the  originals  must 
necessarily  be  limited  when  readers  live  at  a  distance  from  the  metropolis  ; 
still  more  if  they  are  residents  of  Scotland,  Ireland,  distant  colonies,  or  foreign 
states.  Even  when  such  an  opportunity  does  exist,  the  difficulty  of  mastering 
the  original  hands  in  which  these  papers  are  written  will  deter  many  readers 
from  consulting  them.  Above  all,  their  great  variety  and  number  must 
present  formidable  obstacles  to  literary  inquirers,  however  able,  sanguine,  and 
energetic,  when  the  information  contained  in  them  is  not  made  accessible  by 
satisfactory   Calendars. 

The  Master  of  the  Rolls  considers  that,  without  superseding  the  necessity 
of  consulting  the  originals,  every  Editor  ought  to  frame  his  Calendar  in  such 
a  manner  that  it  shall  present,  in  as  condensed  a  form  as  possible,  a  correct 
index  of  the  contents  of  the  papers  described  in  it.  He  considers  that  the 
entries  should  be  so  minute  as  to  enable  the  reader  to  discover  not  only  the 
general  contents  of  the  originals,  but  also  what  tlwy  do  not  contain.  If 
the  information  be  not  sufficiently  precise,  if  facts  and  names  be  omitted  or 
concealed  under  a  vague  and  general  description,  the  reader  will  be  often 
misled,  he  will  assume  that  where  the  abstracts  are  silent  as  to  information 
to  be'  found  in  the  documents,  such  information  does  not  exist ;  or  he  will 
have  to  examine  every  original  in  detail,  and  thus  one  great  purpose  will 
have   been   lost   for   which   these   Calendars   have   been   compiled. 
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As  the  documents  are  various,  the  Master  of  the  Eolls  considers  that  they 
will  demand  a  corresponding  mode  of  treatment.  The  following  rules  are 
to   be   observed  ; — 

1st.  All  formal  and  official  documents,  such  as  letters  of  credence,  warrants, 
grants,   and  the  like,    should   be  described   as   briefly   as   possible. 

2nd.  Letters  and  documents  referring  to  one  subject  only  should  be  cata- 
logued as  briefly  as  is  consistent  with  correctness.  But  when  they  contain 
miscellaneous  news,  such  a  description  should  be  given  as  will  enable  a 
reader   to   form   an   adequate   notion    of   the   variety   of   their  contents. 

3rd.  Wherever  a  letter  or  paper  is  especially  difficult  to  decipher,  or  the 
allusions  more  than  ordinarily  obscure,  it  will  be  advisable  for  the  Editor  to 
adhere,  as  closely  as  is  consistent  with  brevity,  to  the  text  of  the  document. 
He  is  to  do  the  same  when  it  contains  secret  or  very  rare  information. 

4th.  Where  the  Editor  has  deciphered  letters  in  cipher,  the  decipher  may 
be  printed  at  full  length.  But  when  a  contemporary  or  authorised  decipher 
exists   it   will   be   sufficient   to   treat  the   cipher   as   an  ordinary  document. 

5th.  Striking  peculiarities  of  expression,  proverbs,  manners,  &c.,  are  to  be 
noticed. 

6th.  Original  dates  are  to  be  given  at  the  close  of  each  entry,  that  the 
reader  may  know  the  exact  evidence  by  which  the  marginal  dates  are 
determined. 

7th.  Where  letters  are  endorsed  by  the  receivers  and  the  date  of  their 
delivery   specified,    these   endorsements  are   to   be   recorded. 

8th.  The  number  of  written  pages  of  each  document  is  to  be  specified,  as 
a  security  for  its  integrity,  and  that  readers  may  know  what  proportion  the 
abstract   bears   to   the   original. 

9th.  The  language  of  every  document  is  to  be  specified.  If,  however,  the 
greater  part  of  the  collection  be  in  English,  it  will  be  sufficient  to  denote 
those   only   which   are   in   a   different   tongue. 

10th.  Where  documents  have  been  printed,  a  reference  should  be  given  to 
the  publication. 

llih.  Each   series  is   to   be   chronological. 

12th.  The  Prefaces  of  Editors,  in  explanation  of  documents  in  the  volume, 
are  not  to  exceed  fifty  pages,  unless  the  written  permission  of  the  Master  of 
the  Eolls  to  the  contrary  be  obtained.

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mTRODUGTION. 


The  various  introductions  to  the  volumes  of  the  present 
Calendar  of  Treasury  Books  and  Papers  (as  distinct  from 
the  preceding  Calendar  of  Treasury  Papers  merely)  have 
been  devoted  exclusively  to  the  elucidation  of  various  points 
of  Treasury  routine  or  method  in  the  18th  century.  This 
plan  has  been  adopted  in  the  conviction  that  such  eluci- 
dation is  a  condition  precedent  to  the  proper  understanding 
of  the  material  contained  in  these  volumes,  and  to  its 
proper  co-ordination  with  such  other  historical  material  as 
has  hitherto  been  accessible  to  the  constitutional  historian. 
Up  to  the  present,  vs^riters  on  the  later  periods  of  English 
constitutional  history  have  been  strangely  shy  of  inquiring 
into  the  growth  of  the  system  of  departmental  administration 
in  this  country.  This  attitude  has  been  dictated  partly  by  a 
sentiment  that  the  study  of  such  a  subject  is  at  bottom  only 
a  study  of  mechanism,  and  partly  also  by  the  inaccessibility 
of  material.  But  the  requisite  material  is  now  being 
gradually  made  accessible,  and  when  once  such  material  has 
been  brought  into  its  true  light,  its  true  historical  perspective, 
it  will  be  found  to  be  not  merely  mechanical  or  technical 
in  its  nature,  but  of  as  true  importance  for  the  student  of 
English  constitutional  history  as  is  any  of  that  legal  or 
parliamentary  material  to  which  attention  has  been  hitherto 
almost  entirely  confined. 

Proceeding  on  this  conviction,  the  introductions  to  Vols.  I., 
III.  and  IV.  of  this  Calendar  have  accordingly  been 
directed  to  the  examination  of  Treasury  method  so  far  as 
relates  to  its  one  main  executive  function,  viz.  the  issue  of 
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money  out  of  the  national  Exchequer.  This  question  has 
a  double  aspect  in  the  18th  century.  (1)  As  regards  the 
ordinary  constitutional  safeguards  by  which  the  issue  of 
money  was  regulated,  viz.  the  many  jealously-guarded 
forms  which  attended  the  issue  of  Privy  Seals  and  Money 
Warrants.  This  is  entirely  a  question  of  official  routine, 
but  in  itself  it  involves  a  long  list  and  still  unwritten 
chapter  of  English  History.  (2)  As  regards  the  various 
really  illicit  or  illegal  ways  in  which  such  constitutional 
safeguards  could  be  in  effect  evaded  by  the  King  himself  or 
by  a  powerful  minister,  viz.  by  the  channels  of  the  secret 
service,  pensions  and  bounty  lists,  special  services,  Ambas- 
sadorial extras  and  so-called  crown  law  expenses.  I  will 
only  refer  the  reader  to  the  above  introductions  for  these 
points,  and  need  not  recapitulate  further  save  to  add  that 
the  conclusions  already  arrived  at  are  to  be  taken  as 
referring  to  the  period  up  to  1740 — practically,  that  is  to 
say,  to  Walpole's  administration.  With  the  close  of 
Walpole's  administration,  and  as  a  consequence,  doubtless, 
of  the  appointment  of  the  Secret  Committee  to  inquire  into 
his  administration,  there  is  a  notable  change  in  more 
than  one  respect  traceable  in  the  Treasury  records.  The 
total  of  the  issues  under  the  heads  of  secret  service,  special 
services,  and  of  issues  to  the  Solicitor  of  the  Treasury  for 
so-called  crown  law  costs  and  charges  becomes  appreciably 
less.  The  student  can  work  this  result  out  for  himself  by 
means  of  the  index  to  the  present  volume,  where  these 
items  are  brought  comprehensively  together  under  those 
respective  heads.  If  his  conclusion  confirms  mine,  the 
result  can  only  be  described  as  a  distinct  step  forward  in 
the  path  of  constitutional  government.  He  will  certainly 
find  the  result  (such  as  -it  is)  generally  confirmed  by  a 
perusal  of  the  journals  of  the  House  of  Commons  for  the 
period  subsequent  to  the  appointment  of  the  Secret 
Committee. 

On  the  whole  of  this  portion  of  the  subject  it  will  be 
worth   the   reader's    while    to    compare    the    conclusions 
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advanced  as  above  with  those  embodied  in  the  two  interim 
reports  of  the  Secret  Committee  in  May  and  June,  1742. 
(Commons  Journals  XXIV.  pp.  224-7,  289-331.) 

Proceeding  on  these  lines,  I  wish  in  the  present  intro- 
duction to  attack  the  exceedingly  difficult  problem  presented 
by  that  other  side  of  Treasury  routine  in  the  18th  century, 
viz.  its  control  over  the  preparation  of  the  national 
estimates.  This  may  be  roughly  described  as  the  adminis- 
trative side  of  Treasury  work,  for  the  sake  of  distinguishing 
it  from  money  issue  control  functions  of  the  Treasury  which 
I  have  chosen,  equally  roughly,  to  describe  as  its  executive 
function. 

It  need  hardly  be  premised  at  the  outset  that  this 
examination  relates  entirely  and  solely  to  the  historical 
material  contained  in  the  Treasury  records  themselves,  that 
is,  to  the  material  printed  in  the  present  Calendar.  If  the 
conclusions  reached  come  as  a  shock  to  the  historical 
student,  he  must  be  left  to  examine  them  for  himself  in  the 
light  of  whatever  other  historical  material  he  can  bring  to 
bear  upon  them.  It  is  my  business  only  to  show  him  the 
real  nature  and  import  of  the  evidence  of  these  Treasury 
records  and  to  leave  him  to  co-ordinate  such  evidence  for 
himself. 

THE  AKMY  ESTIMATES. 
In  the  ordinary  way  the  demand  for  the  preparation  of 
the  national  estimates,  in  order  to  their  being  presented  to 
the  House  of  Commons,  was  sent  out  from  the  Treasury 
towards  the  close  of  the  year.*  It  was  addressed  to  only 
four  offices,  viz.  those  of  the  Paymaster  General  of  the 
Forces,  the  Secretary  at  War,  the  Master  General  of  the 
Ordnance  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Navy.  On  p.  92  of  the 
present  volume  will  be  found  a  Treasury  minute  as 
follows  : — "  Wrote  letters  as  usual  to  the  several  public  offices 
to  prepare  the  estimates  to  be  laid  before  the  House."

The  phrase  here  employed  '  the  several  public  offices  '  is 
to  be  understood  as  relating  only  to  the  four  offices  just 
named.  This  is  proved  by  the  terms  of  the  letter  which 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  wrote  in  obedience  to  the 
said  minute  (see  it  on  the  same  page),  and  generally  by  the 
wider  fact  that  nowhere  in  the  Treasury  records  is  there 
any  trace  of  any  autumnal  demand  for  estimates  being 
addressed  by  the  Treasury  to  any  other  than  the  four 
offices  or  officers  thus  enumerated. 

As  far  as  this  Calendar  is  concerned  it  will  be  found  that 
in  the  matter  of  estimates  the  reference  to  the  three  offices 
of  the  Paymaster  General,  the  Secretary  at  War,  and  the 
Master  General  of  the  Ordnance  really  resolved  itself  into 
a  single  reference  to  the  Secretary  at  War.  He  presented 
estimates  on  behalf  of  all  three,  and  accordingly  the  Army 
estimates  always  include  the  Ordnance  (land  force) 
estimates. 

The  circular  letter  from  the  Treasury,  therefore,  meant 
in  reality  a  demand  for  only  the  Army  and  Navy  estimates 
from  the  Secretary  at  War  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Navy 
respectively. 

Only  the  Secretary  at  War  appears  in  the  Treasury 
records  as  personally  attending  at  the  Treasury  with  his 
estimates  : — 

P.  94  (November  23).     "  The  Secretary  at  War  comes 

in  but  his  estimate  not  being  ready  he  is  to  attend 

again." 
P.  463  (March  13).     "The  Secretary  at  War  attends 

with  estimates  for  1744,  and  with  accounts  of  the 

extras  in  Flanders  for  1742  and  1743,  and  in  Great 

Britain  for  1743." 
P.  667  (January  8).     "  Mr.  Lloyd  from  the  Secretary 

at  War  attends  my  Lords  with  estimates  for  1745." 
P.  726  (Oct.  24).     "  The  Secretary  at  War  attends  my 

Lords  and  delivers  two  estimates  for  1746,  the  one 

the  charge  of  the  Guards  and  Garrisons,  the  other  of 

the  10  regiments  of  Marines." 
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The  estimates  themselves  were  received  at  the  Treasury 
usually  in  the  course  of  November  but  sometimes  as  late  as 
March. 

These  matters  of  detail  are,  however,  unimportant.  The 
main  question  is  how  did  the  Treasury  treat  the  estimates 
when  they  got  them  ?  Unfortunately  the  Treasury  Minute 
Book  is  so  brief  in  the  form  of  its  entries  that  it  affords 
very  little  evidence  as  to  a  discussion  of  them. 

But  as  far  as  the  estimates  for  the  Forces  and  the 
Ordnance  are  concerned  the  draft  forms  themselves  have 
been  preserved  among  the  Treasury  Board  Papers,  and 
when  closely  examined  they  show  ample  signs  of  a  reduc- 
tion which  must  have  been  performed  in  the  Treasury 
Office  itself  or  under  pressure  from  the  Treasury. 

Take  for  instance  the  estimates  for  1742,  calendared  on 
p.  18  of  the  present  volume. 

The  item  for  the  Guards,  Garrisons  and  Land  Forces  in 
Great  Britain  is  presented  in  two  forms. 

The  form  first  presented  shows  a  total  of  1,211,200/. 
15s.  lOd.  In  the  second  and  final  form  of  the  estimate 
this  item  is  reduced  to  1,004,947/.  Os.  lOd.  by  means  of 
striking  out  the  cost  of  the  land  forces  and  marines  of  the 
American  expedition.  It  was  this  final  and  amended  form 
that  was  presented  to  the  House  of  Commons  on  the  19th 
of  January,  1741-2,*  and  was  voted  on  the  22nd  February.f 
On  the  same  dates  a  separate  estimate  for  10  regiments  of 
marines  was  presented  and  voted  with  a  total  of  206,253/. 
16s.  Od.  As  this  represents  the  amount  of  reduction 
effected  in  the  Treasury  as  above,  it  would  appear  that  the 
change  was  only  one  of  arrangement,  of  book-keeping  so 
to  say. 

In  the  succeeding  item,  in  the  same  estimates  on  p.  18, 
that  of  the  charge  of  the  forces  in  the  Plantations,  Minorca

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and  Gibraltar,  the  form  first  presented  to  the  Treasury 
showed  a  total  of  266,160/.  Is.  5U-  The  second  form 
presented  and  finally  adopted  by  the  Treasury  showed  a 
total  of  266,616/.  6s.  5U;  and  thiswas  the  total  which  was 
presented  to  the  House  and  finally  voted  by  it.* 

In  the  remaining  items  of  the  estimates  of  1742  no  change 
appears  to  have  been  made.  In  the  form  in  which  they 
were  received  from  the  Secretary  at  War  they  were  voted  by 
the  House.f 

The  estimates  for  the  succeeding  year  1743,  on  p.  244, 
are  more  instructive.  As  first  presented  the  item  for  the 
Ordnance  showed  a  total  of  284,641/.  2s.  2jt/.  In  its  second 
and  final  form  this  item  was  reduced  to  244,686^  Os.  7d. 
And  as  to  this  item  there  is  direct  evidence  that  the  reduction 
was  the  result  of  pressure  from  the  Treasury. 

P.  96  (Nov.  30,  1742).  "  The  estimate  read  for  the 
ordinary  expense  in  the  Office  of  Ordnance,  1743, 
and  the  exceedings  there,  1742.  Copies  to  be  made 
for  my  Lords." 

P.  98  (Dec.  7,  1742).  "General  Wade  and  other 
principal  officers  of  the  Ordnance  called  in,  and  the 
estimate  delivered  by  them  for  the  Ordnance,  land 
service,  1743,  is  read,  amounting  for  the  ordinary 
service,  1743,  and  for  the  exceedings,  1742,  to 
284,641/.  2s.  21(1.  My  Lords  desire  them  to  re- 
consider their  estimate  and  see  where  any  reduction 
can  be  made  in  it." 

P.  99  (Dec.  9,  1742).  "  General  Wade  called  in  and 
told  by  my  Lords  that  they  agree  to  the  estimate  of 
the  Ordnance  now  delivered  in  with  the  reduction  of 
5,662/.  Os.  lit/,  in  the  article  of  15,662/.  Os.  l^d.  for 
ordnance  and  stores  for  Minorca,  and  of  34,293/. 
Is.  6c/.  in  that  for  ordnance  sent  to  the  Austrian 
Netherlands."

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In  this  reduced  form  the  estimate  was  delivered  to  the 
House  in  December  and  voted  by  it  in  January  vs^ithout 
alteration.* 

Similarly  the  estimate  of  the  charge  of  the  Guards, 
G-arrisons  and  Land  Forces  for  1743  shows  signs  of  revision. 
The  draft  estimates  exist  in  three  forms,  the  form  first 
delivered  in  showing  a  total  of  566,543L  5s.  Od.,  the  second 
form  showing  a  total  of  654,789Z.  7s.  Id.,  and  the  third  and 
final  form  showing  a  total  of  647,862Z.  5s.  lOd.  It  was  this 
final  form  which  was  delivered  in  to  the  House  and  actually 
voted  by  it.f  There  is,  however,  no  evidence  to  show 
whether  these  successive  revisions  originated  with  the 
Secretary  at  War,  or  with  the  King  himself  or  with 
the  Treasury. 

Exactly  the  same  remark  applies  to  the  revision  of  the 
item  of  the  charge  for  the  forces  in  Flanders  (item  h.  on 
p.  224).  The  third  and  final  form  of  the  estimate  giving  a 
total  of  534,763/.  5s.  Od.  is  that  which  was  delivered  to  the 
House  and  voted  by  it.  The  difference  between  this  final 
form  of  the  estimate  and  the  two  preceding  draft  forms 
relates  only  to  the  three  items  of  General  and  Staff  Officers, 
Officers  of  the  Hospital,  and  Contingencies.  And  the 
increases  under  the  latter  two  of  these  heads  may  be 
possibly  covered  in  part  by  the  Treasury  minute  of  1742, 
Novr.  23  (p.  94.)$ 

"  A  memorial  read  from  the  Paymaster  General  of  the 
Forces,  with  a  copy  of  a  paper,  entered  in  extenso, 
received  by  him  from  his  deputy  in  Flanders,  and 
signed  by  the  Earl  of  Stair,  containing  a  demand 
from  said  Earl  of  86,000/,  as  necessary  to  be 
provided  immediately  for  the  use  of  His  Majesty's 
troops  under  said  Stair's  command,  in  their 
intended  march,  viz.  50,000/.  for  two  months' 
subsistence  from  1742,  Dec.  24;  30,000/.  for  con- 
contingencies  "  in  case  there  should  be  a  necessity

for  erecting  magazines  of  forage,  etc.,  in  the  different 
places  where  the  army  may  be  quartered  during  this 
winter,  or  the  expenses  that  may  be  necessary  on 
their  march  "  ;  and  6,000/.  for  hospital.  "  As  these 
are  not  certain  expenses  the  money  may  not  be 
made  use  of,  but  I  think  it  will  be  very  imprudent 
to  begin  our  intended  march  without  acquainting 
the  ministers,  that  provision  may  be  made  accord- 
ingly.    The  above  is  my  opinion. — Stair." 

"The  services  aforegoing  seeming  to  my  Lords  to  be 
such  as  will  be  necessary,  they  recommend  it  to  Mr. 
Pelham,  and  desire  him  to  make  everything  as  easy 
to  my  Lord  Stair  as  is  consistent  with  the  other 
services  under  his  care  of  payment." 

The  only  other  instance  which  is  traceable  in  the  present 
volume  of  a  revision  of  army  estimates  is  contained  on  p.  462. 
In  the  estimates  for  1744,  there  given,  the  charge  of  the 
General  and  Staff  Officers  in  Flanders  has  been  reduced 
from  39,1511.  Os.  5K  in  its  first  form  to  37,703/.  17s.  lid. 
in  its  final  form,  and  in  this  final  form  it  was  presented  to 
the  House  and  voted.* 

Much  light  is  thrown  upon  the  Treasury  system  of 
treating  Army  estimates  by  the  following  paper,  which  is 
preserved  among  the  Treasury  Board  Papers.  It  shows 
that  these  estimates  were  subject  to  scrutiny  as  a  prepara- 
tory step  to  being  discussed  by  the  Treasury.  Unfortunately 
I  cannot  say  whether  the  paper  emanates  from  the  Auditors 
of  Imprests,  the  Comptrollers  of  Army  Accounts,  or  from  a 
Treasury  official,  specially  told  off — let  us  say — for  the  work 
of  critically  examining  Army  estimates.

(1)   Guards  and  Garrisons  in  Great  Britain  : — 

The  sum  voted  in  the  estimate  exceeds  the  sum  of  the 
establishment  [by]  12,000L  on  the  head  of  General 
and  Staff  Officers,  and  how  this  exceeding  in  the 
estimate  arises  does  not  appear.  The  rest  of  the 
establishment  agrees  exactly  in  the  total  with  the 
sum  voted.  But  in  the  particulars  there  is  a  small 
variation  by  reason  that  the  contingencies  upon 
account  in  the  establishment  fall  short  of  the  sum 
voted  [by]  169/.  5s.  7d.,  and  on  the  other  hand  the 
article  of  garrisons  in  the  same  establishment  exceeds 
the  sum  voted  by  the  same  sum  of  169/.  5s.  7^/., 
whereby  the  totals  agree  :  except  the  12,000/.  before 
mentioned  short  charged  for  the  staff  less  than  the 
sum  voted. 

In  this  establishment  4,820/.  is  charged  for  levy  money 
for  Col.  Bland  and  Col.  Hamilton,  which  agrees  with 
the  sum  voted.  But  as  this  article  hath  been  paid 
already  on  warrants  signed  by  the  King  and  con- 
firmed at  the  Treasury  it  seems  necessary  if  this 
article  is  inserted  that  to  prevent  double  payment 
notice  be  taken  in  it  that  this  sum  is  the  same  as 
hath  been  allowed  by  those  warrants. 

There  is  another  objection  to  this  article  as  it  stands 
on  the  establishment,  which  is  that  the  warrants 
direct  this  4,320/.  to  be  paid  without  deduction 
And  yet  in  the  establishment  it  is  made  liable  to 
pay  the  deduction,  which  must  embarrass  the  Pay- 
master's accompts,  because  the  establishment  is 
dated  four  months  after  the  warrants  for  paying  the 
money. 

This  establishment  agrees  with  the  same  particulars  in 
last  year's  establishment  in  all  the  articles  except 
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the    following,   wherein    this   year's   establishment 

exceeds  the  former  as  follows,  viz. : — 

An  additional  surgeon's  mate  and  Quarter  Master 
to  each  regiment  of  Foot  Guards,  amounting 
for  the  three  regiments  per  annum  to  355/. 
17.S.  (5d.,  which  was  occasioned  by  a  battalion 
out  of  each  regiment  being  sent  to  Flanders. 

(2)  Estahlhhment  of  mi  Hospital  for  123  days  in  the  year 
1742  :— 

This  establishment  amounts  to  492/.,  which  sum  was 
voted  this  year  by  Parhament  for  that  service  under 
the  head  of  services  incurred  last  year  and  not  pro- 
vided for  by  Parliament.  But  the  like  establishment 
having  been  signed  last  year  by  the  King,  which 
remains  at  the  Treasury,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
cancell  the  former  if  this  new  establishment  is 
signed. 

(3)  Estahlishment  for  the  Forces  in  Flanders  in  1743  : — 
This  agrees  with  the  sum  voted  by  Parliament,  and 

being  also  examined  and  compared  with  what  is 
left  out  this  year  from  the  establishment  in  Great 
Britain  for  last  year,  and  with  last  year's  establish- 
ment of  the  Irish  Eegiments  and  contingencies  and 
staff  officers  in  Flanders  agrees  with  the  same  in 
all  particulars  ;  except  the  following,  wherein  this 
establishment  exceeds  those  of  the  former  year,  viz. 
one  Major  General,  one  aide  de  camp,  one  Major  of 
Brigade,  and  one  Waggon  Master  General,  all  added 
to  the  staff  officers,  amounting  for  one  year  to  1,225^. 

There  is  also  added  to  the  staff  a  surgeon  to  the 
Commander  in  Chief  at  lOs.  per  diem,  which  officer 
was  last  year  inserted  in  an  additional  establishment 
for  an  hospital,  but  was  objected  to  as  not  being 
found  in  any  establishment  in  Queen  Anne's  warr, 
and  is  now  taken  out  of  the  Hospital  Establishment 
and  added  to  the  staff  officers  as  aforesaid. 
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Forage  and  waggon  money  amonnting  to  17,192/. 
agrees  with  the  sum  voted  this  year,  but  [there  is]  no 
such  article  in  the  establishment  of  last  year,  that 
service  having  been  paid  last  year  by  services 
incurred  and  not  provided  for.  Last  year  the 
estabhshments  for  Hospitals  were  separate ;  this 
year  they  are  contained  in  the  establishment  of  the 
forces  in  Flanders  and  amount  per  annum  to 
3,0561.  17s.  6d.,  being  the  same  sums  as  were 
contained  in  the  two  establishments  for  Hospitals 
last  year ;  of  which  only  one  was  countersigned  as 
aforementioned. 

(4)  Plantations,  Minorca  and  Marines  : — 

These  three  estabhshments  agree  with  the  sums  voted 
and  are  in  all  particulars  the  same  as  those  of  last 

)  salt 

year. 

The  few  instances  enumerated  above,  together  with  this 
paper  of  observations,  constitute  the  whole  of  the 
evidence  discoverable  in  the  present  volume  of  any 
revision  of  estimates  on  their  way  from  the  department 
concerned  through  the  Treasury  and  before  they  reached  the 
House  of  Commons.  And  even  in  these  few  instances  it 
will  not  have  escaped  notice  that  only  one  case  testifies 
distinctly  to  any  really  decisive  or  determining  influence  on 
the  part  of  the  Treasury  Board.  For  anything  we  know  the 
other  alterations  of  estimates  may  have  originated  outside 
the  Treasury  with  the  King  himself  or  with  the  Secretary 
at  War.  But  at  any  rate  it  seems  clear  on  the  whole 
showing  that  the  Treasury  had  certain  powers  of  revision  or 
some  voice  in  the  final  determining  of  the  yearly  estimates 
for  the  army  and  that  they  exercised  such  power.  And  this 
general  conclusion  is  confirmed  by  the  express  wording  of 
an  entry  on  pp.  66-7  infra. 

"  The  answer  read  from   Mr,    Sohlenthal,  the   Danish 
minister,  to   a  writing  delivered  to  him  from   the 

•  Treasury  Board  Papers  CCOX.  1.  i. 
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Treasury  by  Sir  William  Yonge  relating  to  the  levy 
money  for  the  Danish  troops.  My  Lords  agree  to  the 
rstaUishmcnts  as  they  now  stand.  Sir  William  Yonge  to 
carry  tlicm  to  the  King  for  his  signatnre ." 

So  much  for  the  mere  question  of  the  yearly  estimates 
for  the  army. 

Behind  this  question  of  the  yearly  estimates,  however, 
there  lies  another  further  question,  and  one  which,  as  it 
happens,  brings  out  more  clearly  the  essential  weakness  of 
the  regulative  power  of  the  Treasury  in  the  middle  of  the 
18th  century,  viz.  the  question  as  to  the  extent  of  the 
direct  initiative  authority  of  the  King  himself  in  the 
formation  of  military  establishments.  There  are  many 
evidences  in  the  Treasury  records  of  the  extent  and  decisive 
nature  of  this  authority  on  the  part  of  the  King.  The 
usual  method  of  filling  up  the  English  establishment  of  the 
forces  was  to  transfer  regiments  or  portions  of  regiments 
from  the  Irish  to  the  English  establishment,  and  then  to 
issue  warrants  for  the  filling  up  of  the  Irish  establishment 
by  means  of  augmentations.  All  these  warrants  for 
augmentations  originated  with  the  King.  See  for  instance 
the  warrants  on  pp.  78,  99,  729.  Their  usual  form  is  that 
of  a  warrant  under  the  royal  sign  manual,  countersigned 
by  the  Treasury  Lords.  But  in  some  instances,  not  a  few 
(see  one  on  p.  492),  the  form  is  that  of  a  sign  manual, 
countersigned  by  the  Secretary  at  War,  and  merely  attested 
by  the  Treasury  Lords  with  the  words  "  We  have  been 
made  acquainted  Avith  this  warrant." 

If  we  may  rely  absolutely  upon  the  forms  of  the  entries 
in  the  Journals  of  the  House  of  Commons  it  will  be  further 
deduced  that  the  estimates  for  such  augmentations  went 
direct  from  the  hands  of  the  King  through  the  Secretary  at 
War  to  the  House,  and  that  they  were  not  forwarded  to  the 
Treasury  as  an  intermediary  at  all. 

*26  April,  1742.    '^  Mr.  Secretary  at  War  by  His  Majesty's 
command  presented  to  the  House  an  estimate  of  the 

*  Commons  Journals  XXIV.  p.  185. 
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charge  of  one  regiment  of  Horse,  two  regiments  of 
Dragoons  and  four  Kegiments  of  foot  transferred 
from  the  Irish  to  the  English  establishment  for  the 
year  1742." 

And  the  title  of  the  said  estimate  was  read  (here  follows 
the  estimate). 

Ordered  : — That  the  said  estimate  do  lie  upon  the  table 
to  be  perused  by  the  members  of  the  House. 

On  the  following  day  this  estimate  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  of  Supply  and  two  days  later  the  House  voted 
on  a  division  a  sum  of  74,192?.  5s.  M.  for  defraying  this 
charge.* 

Such  an  entry  points  to  several  conclusions  : — 

(1)  By  such  a  method  of  procedure  the  King  could 
effect  an  increase  in  the  establishment  of  the  forces 
outside  the  annual  estimates  for  the  forces. 

(2)  By  such  a  method  of  procedure  the  King  could 
escape  any  interference  from  the  Treasury.  He  first 
of  all  effected  the  augmentation  by  means  of  his 
own  warrant,  i.e.  practically  mero  motu,  then,  going 
clean  over  the  heads  of  the  Treasury,  sent  to  the 
Commons  by  means  of  the  Secretary  at  War  (who 
sat  in  the  House  as  a  member)  a  demand  for 
money  to  support  the  augmentation.  All  that  then 
remained  was  to  engineer  the  vote  of  supply,  and 
that  was  easy. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  Treasury  records  for  this  period 
contain  no  reference  to  this  transaction,  proving  conclusively 
how  completely  they  had  been  passed  over  in  it. 

Similarly  all  the  warrants  for  payments  arising  out  of 
these  augmentations  (viz.  for  levy  money,  accoutrements, 
&c.)  originated  with  the  King  and  are  entered  in  the  King's 
Warrant  Book,  as  are  also  the  warrants  for  the  payment  of

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the  garrison  in  Gibraltar,  for  the  extra  allowances  of 
forage  and  camp  necessaries  for  the  officers  serving  m 
Flanders,  and  for  the  drugs  for  the  various  army  hospitals 
abroad. 

(P.  314.)  "All  the  warrants,  countersigned  by  the 
Secretary  of  War,  for  paying  the  apothecary's  bills 
have  been  payable  by  the  Paymaster  General  of  the 
Forces  out  of  any  money  that  should  come  into  his 
hands  for  this  use,  but  no  mention  is  made  of  con- 
tingencies. The  method  for  some  years  past  hath 
been  for  the  Secretary  at  War  to  countersign  the 
warrants  and  the  Lords  of  the  Treasury  to  under- 
write that  they  have  been  made  acquainted  there- 
with." 

But  we  have  other  and  more  direct  evidence  even  than 
this : — 

P.  488.  June  14,  1744.  "  The  Secretary  at  War  being 
present,  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  acquainted 
him  of  having  seen  a  proposal  of  the  Earl  of  Stair 
about  the  augmentation  of  the  troops,  and  recom- 
mended to  him  the  going  to  the  said  Earl  and  taking 
the  King's  direction." 

More  decisive  still  is  the  memorandum  inserted  at  the 
foot  of  the  sets  of  estimates  for  1743  : — 

P.  224.  "N.B. — All  these  establishments  are  prepared 
for  the  King's  hands,  and  if  not  signed  by  the  King 
himself  must  be  altered  in  many  particulars." 

The  only  discoverable  trace  of  any  attempt  on  the  part 
of  the  Treasury  to  call  in  question  the  executive  power  of 
the  King  in  the  formation  or  determination  of  military 
establishments  is  contained  in  the  following  entry  : — 

P.  732.  "The  Paymaster  General  of  the  Forces 
attended  again  with  a  letter  to  him  from  the 
Secretary  at  War  signifying  the  King's  pleasure  for 
the  issuing  of  61  days'  subsist  for  an  augmentation 
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of  one  sergeant,  one  corporal  and  29  privates  per 
company  to  the  three  regiments  of  Foot  Guards. 
My  Lords  can  give  no  orders  to  the  Paymaster  to 
issue  money  for  such  subsist,  they  having  no  regular 
knoM^ledge  of  this  augmentation  or  whence  it  comes. 
My  Lords  therefore  direct  the  Secretary  at  War  to 
prepare  an  additional  establishment  for  this  aug- 
mentation, with  the  date  of  commencement." 
P.  734.  "  Mr.  Secretary  at  War  delivered  the  estimate 
for  the  three  regiments  of  Foot  Guards." 

P.  735.  "  My  Lords  upon  looking  over  the  establish- 
ment of  the  three  regiments  of  Foot  Guards  delivered 
by  the  Secretary  at  War,  observe  that  there  is  an 
establishment  for  the  three  regiments  already  signed ; 
they  therefore  direct  that  the  establishment  delivered 
by  him  should  be  sent  back  and  that  the  Secretary 
at  War  do  prepare  an  establishment  for  the  drafted 
men  and  the  late  augmentation  only." 

But  a  close  attention  to  the  wording  of  this  instructive 
entry  shows  that  the  Treasury  did  not  even  timidly  venture 
to  question  the  initiation  of  the  augmentation.  The  King 
had  ordered  it  and  they  did  not  countermand  it  or  decline 
to  provide  for  it.  All  that  they  required  was  that  a  proper 
establishment  of  the  augmentation  should  be  presented  at 
the  Treasury  in  due  form,  so  that  the  necessary  warrants 
for  payment  could  be  made  formally  correct,  properly 
dated  and  duly  authorised. 

In  the  same  way  in  which  the  King  could  by  virtue  of  his 
mere  prerogative  or  executive  power  initiate  a  military 
establishment  so  he  could  as  unquestionably  order  a  military 
establishment  to  cease. 

P.  506.  "  Let  the  Paymaster  General  of  His  Majesty's 
Forces,  the  Auditors  of  His  Majesty's  Imprests,  and 
all  others  herein  concerned  take  notice  that  it  is 
his  Majesty's  pleasure  that  this  establishment  (of 
the  General  and  Staff  Officers  for  South  Britain)  do 
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cease  from  the  8th  day  of  August,  1744,  except 
the  allowances  to  the  Commander  in  Chief,  his  four 
Aides  de  Camp  and  Secretary." 

This  summary  power  or  prerogative  of  the  King  to 
initiate  or  to  annul  a  military  establishment  raises  the 
further  question  as  to  the  official  part  played  by  the 
Secretary  at  War  in  such  transactions  and  as  to  the  exact 
weight  or  authority  attaching  to  his  countersignature  of  the 
royal  warrants.  Was  it  necessary  for  a  royal  warrant  when 
countersigned  by  the  Secretary  at  War  to  be  further 
formally  countersigned  by  the  Treasury  Lords  ?  On  this 
point  the  present  volume  of  Treasury  Papers  throws  in- 
structive light.  The  following  extracts  may  be  read 
consecutively.  They  seem  on  close  perusal  to  indicate  that 
such  objection  as  was  raised  in  the  Treasury  to  the  plenary 
power  of  the  Secretary  at  War  was  raised  entirely  on  the 
score  of  audit  merely,  not  on  the  wider  score  of  policy 
or,  as    we  should  now  say,  of  constitutionalism  : — 

P.  260.  "  The  report  from  the  Auditors  of  Imprests 
read  on  precedents  of  warrants  prepared  by  the 
Secretary  at  War,  signed  by  the  King  and  counter- 
signed by  the  Secretary  at  War." 

P.  261.  "  Eeport  to  the  Treasury  from  the  Deputy 
Auditor  of  Imprests.  Have  searched  into  the 
accompts  of  the  Paymaster  General  of  the  Forces  in 
the  late  war  (in  the  time  of  Queen  Anne)  passed  in 
the  Auditors'  office,  to  see,  as  far  as  the  schedules 
from  the  War  Office  transmitted  to  said  Auditors' 
Office  will  permit,  whether  any  sums  for  services 
mentioned  in  those  schedules  have  been  allowed 
without  being  included  in  some  Privy  Seal  for 
passing  the  said  accounts.  Find  that  the  several 
payments  mentioned  in  the  warrants  contained  in  a 
hst  (appended),  being  part  of  those  schedules,  have 
been  allowed  by  Privy  Seals  \_i.e.  in  accordance  with 
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the  ancient,  due  and  proper  form  of  the  Exchequer]. 
But  that  the  sums  paid  upon  the  warrants  counter- 
signed by  the  Secretary  at  "War  contained  in  a  hst 
(appended),  being  other  part  of  said  schedules,  appear 
to  have  been  allowed  [i.e.  allowed  and  passed  in  the 
Office  of  the  Auditors  of  Imprests]  by  virtue  of  those 
warrants  in  pursuance  of  treaties  with  foreign  princes 

and  are  not  included  in   any  Privy    Seal 

Conceive  that  according  to  the  strict  rules  of  the 
Exchequer  all  payments  made  upon  warrants  signed 
by  the  Secretary  at  War  for  subsidies  payable  to 
foreign  princes  or  for  the  pay  of  the  troops,  for 
forage,  waggon  money  and  other  extraordinaries 
of  the  war  not  prooided  for  hy  estahUshmeiitn  or  imthorlsed 
by  treaties  or  other  special  elirection  from  the  Grown 
will  require  the  authority  of  Privy  Seals,  or  warrants 
under  the  royal  sign  manual,  countersigned  by  the 
Treasury  for  allowing  such  payments." 

\    37.       "In    December,     1702,    Charles    Fox   was 
appointed    Paymaster    of    the   Army   in   the    Low 
Countries  with  a  jDatent  salary  of  10s.  a  day  besides 
an  allowance  by  sign  manual  of  1,600/.  per  an.  for 
himself  and  i,680Z.  per  an.  for  clerks  and  incidents. 
The  issues  were  made  to  Mr.  Fox  by  Privy  Seal,  to 
be  paid  over  according  to  establishments  or  ivarrants 
under  the  sign  nianucd,  but  it  appears  that  he  generally 
paid    the    subsidies   due    on    treaties    and   several 
extraordinary  expenses  upon  the  emergencies  of  the 
war,  without  waiting  for  warrants  from  home  :    an 
account  whereof  was  yearly  laid  by  him  before  the 
Treasury,   which    (account)    being    referred   to   the 
Auditors  of  Imprests  and  Controllers  of  the  Army 
Accounts   jointly,   a  Privy   Seal  afterwards  passed, 
grounded  on  their  report  for  allowing  what  appeared 
to  be  so  paid.     Among  other  articles  so  allowed  there 
was  one  of  upwards  of  30,000/.  a  year  for  loss  by 
exchange  on  moneys  remitted  according  to  agree- 
ments made  with  the  High  Treasurer,  with  which 
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he  is  satisfied  :  and  sometimes  the  accompts  were 
referred  to  the  Auditors  of  Imprests  only.  It  does 
not  appear  that  this  loss  by  exchange  was  inserted 
in  the  estimates  of  the  extraordinaries  of  the  war 
laid  before  the  House  of  Commons." 
P.  271.  "  Sir  WilHam  Yonge,  Secretary  at  War,  to 
John  Scrope,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  dated  from 
the  War  Office,  transmitting  a  memorial  presented  to 
the  Lords  Justices  by  the  Earl  of  Loudoun  relating 
to  the  money  for  baggage  and  bass  horses  and  forage 
money  for  the  five  regiments  lately  ordered  abroad, 
and  likewise  to  a  demand  made  by  several  regiments 
of  Horse  and  Dragoons  for  horses  lost  by  accidents 
in  the  service.  '  There  are  already  ivarrunts  signed  hij 
his  Majestif  and  eountersitined  hij  me  for  these  services  as 
usual,  all  of  which  arc  in  the  haruh  of  the  respective 
(rcfjimental)  agents.  .  .  .  I  am  told  those  delivered  to 
the  agents  are  noiv  lodged  at  tile  Treasury  in  order  to  he 
docquetted  hij  their  Lordships  of  the  Treasury.'  Transmits 
a  list  of  warrants  referred  to  in  the  Earl  of  Loudoun's 
memorial,  as  also  a  list  of  other  warrants  of  the 
like  nature  signed  and  countersigned  as  above 
'  which,  if  the  contingencies  respectively  are  not 
sufficient,  I  presume  should  be  docquetted  by  their 
Lordships.'  " 

P.  275.  "  The  representation  read  from  the  Auditor  of 
Imprests  concerning  warrants  paid  by  the  Paymaster 
of  the  Forces  in  1740,  but  not  admitted  by  the 
Auditor  as  sufficient  vouchers  because  countersigned 
only  by  the  Secretary  at  War.  Prepare  a  warrant  to 
be  signed  by  the  Lords  Justices  for  allowing  them." 

Pp.  464-5.  "  Sir  William  Yonge,  Secretary  at  War,  to 
John  Scrope,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  dated  from 
the  War  Office,  returning  a  memorial  of  Lieutenant 
Hodgson,  of  the  late  American  Regiment,  same 
having  reached  him  on  reference  (from  the  Treasury). 
Returns  it  without  report  as  it  is  of  a  nature  which

undoubtedly  ought  to  corae  under  the  consideration 
of  the  Secretary  at  War  [directly,  viz.],  either  upon 
a  memorial  to  the  King  or  to  the  Secretary  at  War, 
to  he  laid  he/ore  the  King  for  his  commands  thereon,  it 
being  of  a  mere  military  natare  for  pay  and  subsistence 
for  himself  and  the  men  under  his  command,  which 
he  alleges  has  not,  as  it  ought,  been  paid  to  him  by 
the  Paymaster  of  the  regiment  to  which  he  belonged. 
If  the  allegations  be  true  and  the  demand  just  it 
ought  to  be  satisfied  out  of  the  non-effective  money 
of  the  aforesaid  regiment,  a  fund  xvhich  has  always 
been  applied  by  his  Majesty's  ivarrant,  countersigned  by 
the  Secretary  at  War.  I  have  likewise  had  an  applica- 
tion from  all  the  reduced  officers  of  the  said 
regiment  for  an  allowance  equal  to  half-pay  from 
Midsummer  to  Xmas  last,  which  ought  likewise  to 
be  paid  out  of  the  non-effective  money  of  the 
regiment,  as  was  done  for  the  former  half-year  by 
ivarrant  of  the  Lords  Justices,  countersigned  by  me,  but 
I  am  accidentally  informed  that  fund  is  otherwise  dis- 
posed of.  I  must  once  more  desire  you  would  excuse 
me  to  their  Lordships  [of  the  Treasury]  if  I  decline 
acting  as  a  referee  [_i.c.  mediately  only  on  reference 
from  the  Treasury]  in  a  case  which  is  indisputably 
within  the  department  of  the  Secretary  at  War." 

The  italics  in  the  above  series  of  extracts  are  my  own. 
They  will  serve  to  bring  out  atrongly  the  important  executive 
powers  still  in  the  days  of ,  Walpole  remaining  in  the  King 
by  his  prerogative  and  exercised  by  him  directly  through  the 
Secretary  at  War  without  regard  to  the  controlling  authority 
of  the  Treasury.  Not  only  could  he  initiate  military 
establishments  and  annul  military  establishments  mcro  niotu; 
he  could  also  provide  for  certain  classes  of  payments  equally 
mero  motu  and  without  regard  to  the  forms  of  either  the 
Treasury  or  the  Exchequer. 
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THE  NAVY  ESTIMATES. 
So  much  for  the  question  of  the  powers  of  the  Treasury 
in  dealing  with  Army  establishments  and  estimates.  When 
we  turn  to  the  parallel  subject  of  the  Navy  estimates  we  are 
at  once  met  with  an  entirely  diiJerent  state  of  things. 
There  is  not  the  slightest  trace  in  the  Treasury  records  that 
the  Treasury  Board  exercised  any  power  or  authority  what- 
ever over  the  Naval  estimates  or  establishments  ;  that  is  to 
say,  of  course,  during  the  period  covered  by  the  present 
Calendar.  In  order  to  make  this  portion  of  the  subject 
clear  to  the  reader  it  is  necessary  to  explain  what  was 
technically  meant  in  the  days  of  Walpole  and  the  Pelhams 
by  the  Navy  estimates.  They  were  divided  into  two  main 
classes :  (1)  estimates  for  the  ordiiimij  of  the  Navy,  (2) 
estimates  for  the  sea  service.  The  difference  consisted  in 
the  simple  fact  that  the  first  head,  the  Ordinary  of  the  Navy, 
referred  entirely  to  the  Navy  in  harbour,  whilst  the  second 
referred  to  the  Navy  actually  in  sea  service.  The  former 
was  technically  styled  as  follows  "estimate  of  the  charge  of 
the  Navy  in  harbour  with  the  usual  rates  and  allowances 
granted  by  His  Majesty  to  the  Admiralty  Lords  and  the 
principal  officers  and  Commissioners  of  the  Navy  and  their 
subordinate  officers,  ministers,  &c."  and  the  principal  items 
were  headed : — 

(a)  Principal  officers  and  Commissioners  of  the  Navy. 

(b)  Clerks. 

(c)  Superannuated  sea  officers. 

((/)  Pensions  and  allowances  to  flag  and  other  sea 
officers,  to  widows  of  Navy  Commissioners  and 
relations  of  sea  officers. 

(e)  Wages,  &c.  to  officers,  &c.  of  the  naval  yards,  viz. 
of  Chatham,  Deptford,  Woolwich,  Portsmouth, 
Sheerness  and  Plymouth. 

(/)  Wages,  &c.  to  officers,  &c.  of  the  outports. 

(g)  Wages,  &c.  to  officers,  &c.  of  ships  lying  up. 

(/i)  Harbour  victuals. 
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(/)  Harbour  '  moarings.' 

(./)  Graving  and  ordinary  repairs  of  ships  in  harbour 

and  repairs  of  the  docks,  wharves,  buildings,  &c., 

in  the  several  yards  and  offices. 
{k)    Half-pay  to  flag  officers. 
(?)    Greenwich  Hospital. 

The  second  class  of  Naval  estimates  concerned  the  sea 
service,  and  comprised  the  wages,  victuals,  wear  and  tear 
and  ordnance  for  such  and  such  a  specified  number  of  men 
for  the  fleet  for  a  year  of  13  lunar  months. 

The  enormous  difference  between  these  two  classes  of 
estimates  will  be  seen  at  a  glance  when  it  is  stated  that 
whilst  the  Ordinary  of  the  Navy  did  not  reach  a  total  of 
200,000/.  the  sea  service  exceeded  2,000,000Z.  For  instance, 
for  the  year  1742  the  total  of  the  estimate  of  the  Ordinary 
was  198,766Z.  17s.  IJ.,  that  of  the  Sea  service  was  2,080,000/. 

Bearing  this  striking  difference  in  mind,  it  is  remarkable 
that  whilst  there  was  a  formal  official  routine  for  the 
preparation  of  the  estimate  of  the  comparatively  small 
Ordinary  there  was  practically  no  such  official  routine  for 
the  estimate  of  the  Sea  service. 

To  be  explicit.  At  the  opening  of  the  session  of 
Parliament  a  general  resolution  invariably  passed  the 
House  "  that  a  supply  be  granted  to  His  Majesty."  Im- 
mediately upon  this  resolution  certain  orders  were  made  in 
a  stereotyped  form,  as  follows  : — 

Ordered :  That  an  Estimate  of  the  Ordinary  of  the 
Navy  for  the  year  1742,  with  the  Half-pay  of  the 
Officers  of  the  Navy  and  Marines,  be  laid  before  this 
House. 

Ordered :  That  an  Estimate  of  the  Charge  for  Guards 
and  Garrisons,  and  other  Land  Forces  and  Marines, 
for  the  year  1742,  be  laid  before  this  House. 
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Ordered:  That  an  Estimate  of  the  Charge  of  the  Office 
of  Ordnance  for  Land  Service,  for  the  year  1742,  be 
laid  before  this  House. 

Ordered  :  That  a  List  of  the  Eegimental  and  Warrant 
Officers,  who  are  to  be  in  half-pay  for  the  year  1742, 
be  laid  before  this  House. 

Ordered  :  That  an  Estimate  be  laid  before  this  House 
of  the  Charge  of  the  Out-pensioners  of  Chelsea 
Hospital,  for  the  year  1742. 

Ordered :  That  an  Account  of  the  Services  incurred, 
and  not  provided  for  by  Parliament,  be  laid  before 
this  House. 

Ordered :  That  an  Account  be  laid  before  this  House, 
shewing  how  the  monies  given  for  the  service  of 
the  year  One  thousand  seven  hundred  and  Forty- 
one  have  been  disposed  of,  distinguished  under  the 
several  heads. 

Ordered :  That  an  Account  be  laid  before  this  House, 
shewing  the  monies  arisen  within  the  respective 
half-years  ending  at  Lady  Bay  and  Miehaelmas  last, 
as  well  of  or  for  the  Excess  or  Surplus  of  the  Fund 
commonly  called  the  Aggregate  Fund,  as  of  or  for 
the  Excess  or  Surplus  of  the  Fund  commonly 
called  the  So^ith  Sea  Fund ;  as  also  of  or  for  the 
Excess  or  Surplus  of  the  Fund  commonly  called  the 
General  Fund.* 

These  orders  took  the  form  of  an  address  to  the  King 
asking  him  to  order  preparation  of  these  estimates  and 
accounts.  The  King  in  his  reply  invariably  formally 
promised  to  order  them. 

In  consequence  of  this  series  of  steps  (or  often  enough 
in  anticipation  of  them)  the  Treasury  addressed  a  letter  to 
the  Admiralty  requesting  them  to  direct  the  Commissioners 
of    the   Navy   and   the   Commissioners   of  Victualling   to

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prepare  the  estimate  of  the  Ordinary  of  the  Navy  thus 
called  for.  {Sec  p.  152.)  Sometimes  the  request  from  the 
Treasury  was  addressed  direct  to  the  Navy  Commissioners 
{sec  p.  787),  but  I  take  it  that  this  was  distinctly  informal. 
The  Treasury  letter  was  a  pure  formality,  for  on  their  side 
the  Admiralty  Board  acted  in  anticipation  of  and  without 
reference  to  it,  and  issued  their  own  instructions  quite 
independently  to  the  Navy  Board  for  the  preparation  of  the 
Estimate. 

For  instance  in  the  year  1742  the  Admiralty  Board  made 
the  following  minute  on  the  2nd  November. 

"  The  Navy  Board  are  to  be  directed  when  they 
have  prepared  an  estimate  of  the  sums  they  intend  to 
set  down  in  the  ordinary  estimate  of  the  Navy  for  the 
ensuing  year  for  the  charge  of  the  harbour  moorings 
and  for  the  charge  of  the  ordinary  repairs  of  His 
Majesty's  ships  in  harbour  and  of  the  docks,  wharves 
buildings,  &c.,  to  send  the  same  hither  [to  the 
Admiralty]  with  an  exact  account  of  all  the  par- 
ticular articles  of  expense  which  compose  the  general 


Similarly  on  the  18th  of  the  same  month  the  Admiralty 
wrote  to  the  Navy  Board  directing  them  to  cause  to  be 
inserted  at  the  end  of  the  ordinary  estimate  of  the  Navy 
the  sum  of  10,000/.  for  Greenwich  Hospital.  And  further 
to  cause  the  sum  of  12,000/.  to  be  inserted  in  the  same 
ordinary  for  half  pay  to  sea  officers  unemployed  the  next 
year  :  and  further  enclosing  an  account  of  the  number'  and 
rates  of  ships  and  vessels  "  which  may  probably  be  employed 
at  sea  the  ensuing  year."f 

These  orders  are  therefore  prior  to  the  receipt  of  the 
letter  dated  November  20  from  the  Treasury  asking  the 
Admiralty  to  direct  preparation  of  the  estimate  (p.   152).

20  November.     "  The  Navy  Board  are  to  be  directed 

to  prepare  the  proper  estimates  to  be  laid  before  the 

Parliament."* 

In  the  Letter  Book  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Admiralty 
this  merely  formal  annual  letter  frequently  ends  with  the 
Vi'ords  :  "  but  that  you  lay  the  same  before  their  Lordships 
[the  Admiralty  Lords]  for  their  consideration  before  you 
transmit  them  to  the  Treasury."f 

When  they  received  this  estimate  from  the  Navy  Board 
the  Admiralty  sat  down  deliberately  to  revise  it  themselves 
without  any  thought  whatever  of  referring  it  to  the 
Treasury  for  revision  or  of  even  permitting  the  Treasury 
to  express  an  opinion  on  it : — 

8  Jan.,  1742-3.  "  The  ordinary  estimate  of  the  Navy 
for  the  year  1743  came  next  into  consideration,  and 
it  being  observed  that  the  expense  of  the  ordinary 
repairs  of  His  Majesty's  ships  in  harbour  amounted 
in  their  estimate  to  about  16,000L  more  than  in  that 
of  last  year,  and  the  explanations  given  of  it  [by 
the  Navy  Board]  not  being  satisfactory,  it  was 
returned  to  them  to  re-consider  that  article  of 
expense. "J 

The  Lords  of  the  Admindtii    to  the  N(lv^J  Board  dated  1740, 
Nov.  14.§ 

"  You  having  attended  us  here  last  night  when  we  took 
into  consideration  your  letter  of  the  12th  of  Sep- 
tember with  the  several  accounts  therein  inclosed  : 
and  it  appearing  thereby  that  the  articles  of  dis- 
bursements on  the  head  of  stationery  ware  and 
other  contingencies  of  this  office,  as  also  of  the  Navy

delivered  into  Parliament,  which  estimates  we  think 
ought  to  be  stated  as  near  as  may  be  to  the  real 
expense :  we  do  therefore  hereby  desire  and  direct 
you  to  cause  the  following  sums  to  be  charged  in  the 
ordinary  estimate  of  the  Navy  for  the  year  1741.

And  you  are  to  set  down  under  the  same  heads  of 
expense  of  your  own  and  the  [Navy]  Treasury  ofl&cers 
the  respective  sums  proposed  in  your  letter  of  the 
12th  of  September. 

And  whereas  it  has  been  usual  for  the  extra  clerks 
allowed  to  our  Secretary  to  be  borne  on  the  ordinary 
estimate  of  the  Navy  in  time  of  war,  you  are  to 
insert  thereon  five  extra  clerks  to  our  Secretary  with 
a  salary  of  60/.  each.  You  are  also  to  set  down 
therein  the  sum  of  12,000/.  for  half  pay  for  sea 
officers  for  the  year  1741.  You  are  to  inspect  into 
the  accounts  of  the  assistant  to  the  Councellor  of 
the  Navy  for  some  years  past  and  see  whether  any 
articles  have  been  charged  therein  which  are  exor- 
bitant or  any  that  ought  not  to  be  charged  and  to 
propose  to  us  what  sum  may  be  inserted  in  the 
ordinary  estimate  under  the  head  of : — 

Disbursements  of  the  Assistants  of  the  Councellor 
of  the  Navy  in  Law  suits,  prosecuting  debtors 
and  other  offenders,  holding  Admiralty  Courts, 
passing  Commissions  for  trials  of  pirates  and 
other  incidental  charges. 
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And  it  further  appearing  by  your  report  in  the  afore- 
said letter  that  from  the  year  1702  to  the  year  1716 
there  was  no  article  inserted  in  the  yearly  ordinary 
estimate  of  the  Navy  of  the  ordinary  charge  of  sick 
and  hurt  seamen  you  are  to  discontinue  the  putting 
the  said  charge  into  that  estimate,  but  to  defray  the 
same  out  of  money  allotted  by  Parliament  for 
seamen's  wages,  as  was  practised  during  the  time 
aforesaid,  that  so  the  whole  of  that  expense  may 
appear  under  one  head. 

We  send  you  herewith  the  number  of  ships  and  their 
rates  which  will  probably  be  employed  at  sea  next 
year  in  order  to  your  framing  the  said  estimate 
accordingly." 

When  at  last  the  estimate  was  in  the  form  which  the 
Admiralty  approved  a  copy  of  it  was  sent  to  the  Treasury. 
This  copy  went  no  further  than  the  Treasury.  It  was 
preserved  among  the  Treasury  records,  and  is  preserved 
there  to  this  day.  Dispensing  entirely  with  any  interference 
from  or  any  intermediation  of  the  Treasury  the  Admiralty 
then  presented  their  estimate  directly  to  the  House  of 
Commons  through  the  mouthpiece  of  one  of  their  own 
number.  For  instance,  the  estimate  for  the  Ordinary  for 
1742  was  presented  to  the  House  by  Sir  Charles  Wager.* 

On  this  presentation  the  House  referred  it  to  the  Com- 
mittee of  Supply  and  voted  it  without  alteration. f 

Judging  therefore  from  the  contents  of  the  records  of 
the  Admiralty  and  of  the  Navy  Board  and  also  from  the 
Journals  of  the  House  of  Commons  it  is  permissible  to 
conclude  that  at  this  period  of  English  history  the 
Admiralty  proceeded  absolutely  independently  of  the 
Treasury  in  the  preparation  and  revision  of  the  estimate 
of  the  Ordinary  of  the  Navy,  and  further  that,  passing  over 
the  head  of  the  Treasury,  it  presented  the  estimate  directly

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to  the  House  and  secured  the  vote  of  supply  without  the 
intermediation  or  the  fiat  of  the  Treasury  Board  at  all. 
Such  a  conclusion  arrived  at  from  these  sources  is  entirely 
confirmed  by  the  Treasury  records  themselves.  For  there 
is  not  the  slightest  trace  in  the  Treasury  records  of  the 
time  of  any  interference  whatever  from  the  Treasury 
Board  in  the  matter  of  this  particular  estimate.  There 
will  not  be  found  in  the  present  volume  the  least  reference 
to  any  questioning  or  challenging  of  this  estimate -or,  on 
the  other  hand,  to  any  endorsing  or  countersigning  of  it. 

So  much  for  the  estimate  of  the  Ordinary  of  the  Navy. 
When  we  come  to  the  second  class  of  naval  estimates,  viz. 
that  for  the  Navy  in  Sea  service,  the  independent  position 
of  the  Admiralty  becomes  even  more  strongly  marked.  For 
in  the  first  place  the  House  of  Commons  did  not  call  for 
the  estimate  of  this  service,  and  in  the  second  place  the 
Admiralty  do  not  appear  to  have  presented  it  even  to  the 
House,  much  less  to  the  Treasury, 

The  procedure  followed  in  the  determination  of  the 
estimate  of  the  Sea  service  of  the  Navy  was  as  follows  : — 

(1)  The  number  of  men  to  be  employed  in  the  forth- 
coming year  was  decided  upon  by  the  King  in  the 
Privy  Council.  This  determination  took  the  form  of 
an  Order  in  Council  requiring  estimates  to  be  made 
in  due  form  for  the  charge  of  such  and  such  a  number 
of  men. 

(2)  This  order  was  sent  to  the  Lords  of  the  Admiralty, 
who  sent  it  on  to  the  Navy  Commissioners. 

(3)  The  Navy  Board  reported  to  the  Admiralty,  and  the 
Admiralty  reported  to  the  King  in  Council.  And  then 
as  a  final  step  notification  was  made  to  the  House  of 
Commons,  and  the  House  voted  supply. 

The  following  extracts  will  illustrate  the  steps  of  this 
procedure : — 

The  Lords  of  the  Admiralty  to  the  Navy  Board. 

(15  Oct.,  1742.)     "  His  Majesty  having  been  pleased  to 
direct  by  his  Order  in  Council  of  yesterday's  date 
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that  estimates  be  made  in  clue  form  of  the  charge 
of  wages,  victuals  and  wear  and  tear  of  40,000  men 
to  serve  in  His  Majesty's  fleet  for  13  lunary  months 
commencing  from  Jan.  1  next,  [we]  hereby  direct 
you  to  cause  the  said  estimates  to  be  prepared  and 
transmitted  to  us  forthwith,  and  that  you  do  consider 
and  send  us  your  opinion  at  what  ports,  and  in  what 
proportion  at  each  port,  you  judge  it  may  be  most 
for  His  Majesty's  service  that  victuals  for  the  said 
40,000  men  be  provided."* 

Hereupon  the  Navy  Board  prepared  the  desired  estimate 
and  sent  it  to  the  Admiralty,  sending  at  the  same  time  a  list 
of  the  ports  at  which  the  fleet  would  probably  be  victualled 
and  the  number  of  men  for  which  provision  might  have  to 
be  made  at  each  port  respectively. 

20  Oct.,  1742.  "  A  report  being  drawn  up  in  pursuance 
of  their  Lordships'  [the  Admiralty  Lords']  order  of 
the  16  instant  in  relation  to  the  estimates  of  the 
charge  of  wages  and  victuals,  wear  and  tear  of  40,000 
men  to  serve  in  the  fleet  for  13  lunary  months  from 
1st  January  next,  let  the  same  be  sent  to  Mr.  Corbet 
[the  Secretary  of  the  Admiralty]  for  their  Lordships' 
information. "f 

As  the  system  was  worked  in  those  days  this  second  step 
was  little  more  than  a  formality,  for  the  custom  was  to 
lump  the  whole  charges  together  into  one  lump  sum  per 
month  per  man,  viz.  4/.  a  lunar  month  for  each  man. 
Thus  if  the  number  of  men  had  been  fixed  at  40,000  then 
the  estimate  was  simply  and  necessarily  40,000  X  4  x  13, 
or  2,080,000L 

The  estimate  and  scheme  thus  prepared  were  reported 
from  the  Admiralty  to  the  Privy  Council,  and  after  being 
approved  of  by  the  King  were  practically  put  into  operation 
even  before  the  House  of  Commons  had  voted  supply  at  all.

(18  Dec,  1742.)  "  By  order  in  Council  of  Oct.  14  last 
His  Majesty  declared  that  timely  provision  be  made 
of  sea  victuals  for  40,000  men  for  13  lunary 
months  for  the  fleet  for  the  ensuing  year.  In 
pursuance  thereof  we  hereby  order  you  to  give  orders 
to  the  Commissioners  for  Victualling  to  provide  at 
the  several  ports  as  under  the  said  sea  victuals  from 
Jan.  1  next,  viz. :  London  for  22,000  men,  Ports- 
mouth 9,000  men,  Plymouth  4,000  men,  Dover  2,000 
men,  the  Plantations  3,000  men.  We  send  you  here- 
with a  copy  of  His  Majesty's  Order  in  Council  of  the 
16th  inst.  approving  the  estimate  of  the  charge  of 
the  said  men."* 

As  a  final  step  the  Admiralty  did  not  present  the 
proposed  numbers  of  the  men  as  a  formal  estimate  to  the 
House.  Some  informal  communication  must  have  been 
made  to  the  Commons  as  to  the  decision  of  the  Privy 
Council  concerning  the  numbers  of  men  required  for  the 
Sea  service  for  the  coming  year,  but  what  the  exact  nature 
of  the  communication  was  cannot  now  be  gleaned  from  the 
Journals  of  the  House.  Whatever  form  the  communication 
took,  or  whatever  channel  it  came  by,  the  House  took  it  as 
a  matter  of  course.  It  had  not  called  for  an  estimate  of 
the  Sea  service,  it  therefore  did  not  expect  one,  and,  acting 
without  it,  it  proceeded  to  debate  and  vote  the  complement 
of  men  for  the  Sea  service  just  as  if  the  question  had  arisen 
within  its  own  bosom. 

Accordingly  the  vote  of  the  House  appears  recorded  in 
the  following  form  : — 

"  Mr.  Francis  Fane,  according  to  order,  reported  from  the 
Committee  of  the  whole  House,  to  whom  it  was 
referred  to  consider  of  the  Supply  granted  to  His 
Majesty,  the  Kesolutions,  which  the  Committee  had 
directed  him  to  report  to  the  House ;   which  he  read

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in  his  Place ;  and  afterwards  delivered  in  at  the 
Clerk's  Table  :  Where  the  same  were  read ;  and 
are  as  followeth  ;  viz. : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee, 
That  Forty  thousand  Men  be  employed  for  the  Sea 
Service  for  the  Year  1742,  beginning  from  the  First 
Day  of  January,  1741-2. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Committee, 
That  a  Sum,  not  exceeding  Four  Pounds  pev  Man 
per  Month,  be  allowed  for  maintaining  the  said 
Forty  thousand  Men  for  Thirteen  Months,  including 
the  Ordnance  for  Sea  Service. 

The  said  resolutions  being  severally  read  a  second 
time,  were  upon  the  question  severally  put  there- 
upon, agreed  to  by  the  House."* 

The  form  of  the  votes  in  the  House  was  quite  a  stereotyped 
one.  It  will  be  found  recurring  in  the  same  words  year 
after  year.  The  attentive  reader  will  further  not  have  missed 
the  fact  that  the  Admiralty  had  ordered  victuals  on  account 
of  the  service  of  the  year  1742  {i.e.  had  acted  as  if  a  vote  of 
supply  had  already  passed)  nearly  a  month  before  the  House 
actually  voted  supply. 

In  exactly  the  same  way  in  which  it  has  been  already 
found  that  the  Treasury  records  take  no  note  of  the  estimate 
of  the  Ordinary  of  the  Navy  so  also  it  is  the  fact  that  these 
records  take  not  the  slightest  note  of  any  estimate  of  the 
Sea  service  of  the  Navy.  The  Treasury  records  are 
absolutely  silent  as  to  it.  It  therefore  appears  that  the 
Treasury  had  not  the  slightest  check  upon  the  Admiralty 
either  in  the  matter  of  the  estimate  of  the  Ordinary  of  the 
Navy  or  in  that  of  the  much  more  important  estimate  of 
the  Sea  service  of  the  Navy. 

The  conclusion  is  a  remarkable  one,  and  will  serve  to 
illustrate  the  immensely  strong  and  independent  position

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which  the  Admiralty  held  in  those  days  as  compared  with, 
say,  the  War  Office. 

The  question  will  naturally  be  asked  :  What  part,  then, 
did  the  Treasury  play  at  all  in  the  matter  of  Navy  payments  r 
The  answer  can  be  given  in  two  words.  Simply  the  part  of 
a  bookkeeper.  It  saw  to  the  regular  or  timely  paying  out 
of  the  cash  necessary  for  these  services.  The  moment 
supply  had  been  granted  the  Treasury  opened  a  credit  for 
the  Navy.  This  generally  took  the  form  of  an  imprest 
of  1,000,000/.  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Navy.  The  step  was  a 
pure  formality,  as  no  such  amount  was  actually  paid  over 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Navy.  It  was  simply  a  credit  to 
that  amount,  and  against  this  credit  he  drew  as  the  services 
of  the  Navy  required  it  by  making  formal  appHcation  to  the 
Treasury  for  the  issue  of  specific  sums  for  specific  services. 
On  these  applications  the  Treasury  ordered  warrants  for  the 
sums  demanded.  From  the  point  of  view  of  the  Treasury 
the  imprest  was  a  debit  item  and  the  separate  warrants 
exhausting  the  imprest  were  credit  items.  From  the  point 
of  view  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Navy  the  terms  are  of  course 
to  be  inverted. 

The  general  routine  was  for  the  Admiralty  to  instruct  the 
Navy  Board  to  request  the  Treasurer  of  the  Navy  to  present 
to  the  Treasury  a  demand  of  so  much  for  such  and  such 
services. 

"  A  letter  of  yesterday  received  directing  us  to  solicite 
the  Lords  of  the  Treasury  for  money  to  enable  us  to 
pay  the  *  Duke  '  fireship  to  the  14th  June  last  and 
to  cause  them  to  be  paid  accordingly.  Write  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Navy  thereon."* 

In  the  Treasury  Minute  Book  the  corresponding 
transactions  appear  in  the  most  truncated  form,  generally 
as  follows : — 

"  Order  for  the  issue  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Navy  of 
164,039Z.  7s.  8d.  on  the  heads  as  in  his  memorial  of 
the  25th  instant."t

memorials  from  the  Navy  Treasurer,  and  they  would 
accordingly  order  a  warrant  for  a  smaller  amount.  This 
simply  means  that  the  Treasury  had  to  keep  their  eye  on 
the  floating  balance  of  cash  in  the  Exchequer,  and  had  to 
regulate  the  issues  to  the  public  offices  accordingly.  It 
does  not  at  all  imply  that  the  Treasury  had  a  discretionary 
power  to  refuse  an  application  for  money  from  the  Navy 
Treasurer.  It  had  not  any  power  of  the  kind.  The  total 
requirements  of  the  Navy  had  been  fixed  by  the  Admiralty 
and  voted  by  the  House  of  Commons,  and  all  that  the 
Treasury  had  to  do  was  to  see  that  the  money  as  required 
was  paid  out  with  due  regard  to  the  state  of  the  Exchequer 
and  with  due  regard  to  the  incidence  of  the  requirements 
of  the  other  branches  of  the  national  service. 

The  method  adopted  by  the  Treasury  in  order  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  Navy  with  as  little  friction  as 
possible  was  to  ask  the  Navy  Board  for  what  they  called  a 
scheme  of  their  cash  or  an  approximate  forecast  of  their 
money  demands. 

"  Write  to  the  Navy  Commissioners  as  usual  for  an 
account  how  they  intend  to  proportion  the  money 
granted  for  the  Navy  for  1743  "  (p.  238). 

"  J.  Scrope  to  the  Navy  Commissioners  to  prepare  and 
lay  before  the  Treasury  a  scheme  of  the  manner  in 
which  they  propose  the  remainder  of  the  funds  for 
the  Navy,  anno  1744,  should  be  issued,  the  time, 
where  for,  what  services,  and  under  what  heads " 
(p.  450). 

"The  Navy  Commissioners  to  John  Scrope,  dated  Navy 
Office,  communicating  for  the  Treasury  a  scheme  of 
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the  manner  proposed  for  the  issue  of  the  remainder 
of  the  funds,  1742,  payable  to  the  Navy  "  (p.  239). 

In  order  to  complete  this  view  of  the  subject  it  is  only 
necessary  to  add  that  annually  the  House  of  Commons 
called  for  an  account  of  the  debt  of  the  Navy.  The  demand 
reached  the  Admiralty  through  the  Treasury,  and  as  a 
consequence  the  Admiralty  always  forward  a  copy  of  the 
account  to  the  Treasury  in  reply.  But  the  copy  that  was 
finally  presented  to  the  House  was  so  presented  direct  from 
the  Admiralty  itself  and  not  through  the  Treasury,*  nor  can 
there  be  found  in  the  Treasury  records  of  this  period 
any  trace  of  a  discussion  of  the  Navy  debt  at  the  hands  of 
the  Treasury  Lords. 

It  may  be  added  finally  that  the  farcical  nature  of  the 
whole  proceedings  of  voting  supply  for  40,000  men  by  the 
House  of  Commons  is  shown  by  the  mere  fact  that  the 
actual  numbers  of  the  men  never  corresponded  with  that 
number.  The  men  employed  in  1742  for  instance  numbered 
over  46,000. 


THE  CIVIL  SEEVICE  ESTIMATES. 

In  the  period  covered  by  this  Calendar  there  were  no 
Civil  Service  Estimates.  The  whole  Civil  Service  was 
provided  for  out  of  the  Civil  List,  the  amount  of  which 
was  fixed  at  the  commencement  of  the  reign  by  a  species 
of  Parliamentary  or  ministerial  bargaining.  Once  fixed  it 
was  regarded  as  entirely  the  property  of  the  King  to  do  with 
as  he  and  his  Treasury  Lords  thought  fit.  So  that  the  Civil 
Service  of  the  country  was  regarded  as  in  the  strictest  sense 
the  King's  Civil  Service.  This  simple  fact  accounts  for  the 
fate  which  overtook  the  Secret  Committee  appointed  to  inquire 
into  Walpole's  administration.  The  revengeful  purpose  of 
the  committee  was  balked  by  the  determination  of  the  King 
not  to  permit  any  details  of  his  Secret  Service  expenditure

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to  be  divulged  to  the  Committee.  The  Secret  Service  was 
met  out  of  the  revenues  of  the  Civil  List,  and  the  King 
held  that  he  could  deal  as  he  chose  vpith  those  revenues  up 
to  the  total  of  his  allowed  income  therefrom,  and  the 
Secret  Committee  did  not  dare  to  directly  challenge  the 
claim.  When  John  Scrope,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
and  the  principal  channel  through  which  the  Secret 
Service  money  was  paid  away,  was  examined  before  the 
Secret  Committee  he  refused  to  take  the  oath  to  answer 
questions  as  this  money. 

"  He  had  laid  his  case  before  the  King  and  was 
authorised  to  say  that  the  disposal  of  money  issued 
for  secret  service  by  the  nature  of  it  requires  the 
utmost  secrecy  and  is  accounted  for  to  His  Majesty 
only  and  therefore  His  Majesty  could  not  permit  him 
to  disclose  anything  on  that  subject." 

The  sequel  is  well  known.  The  whole  inquiry  fell  to  the 
ground.* 

As  the  Civil  List  revenues  were  thus  universally  regarded 
as  the  property  of  the  King,  no  such  thing  as  an  estimate 
for  the  various  branches  of  the  Civil  Administration  of  the 
country  was  thought  of  either  by  the  Treasury  or  the 
House  of  Commons.  Out  of  the  Civil  List  the  King 
supported  or  met  the  demands  of  the  following  branches 
or  heads,  which  represent  the  whole  Civil  Administration 
of  the  time  : — 

(1)  The  Cofferer  of  the  Household. 

(2)  The  Treasurer  of  the  Chamber. 

(3)  The  Wardrobe. 

(4)  TheEobes. 

(5)  The  Works. 

(6)  The  Royal  Stables. 

(7)  Foreign  ministers  (comprising  the  whole  ambassa- 

dorial service).

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(8)  Fees     and    salaries    payable    at    the    Exchequer 

(including  salaries  of  the  Secretaries  of  State  and 
their  officers,  Ambassadors'  ordinaries  and  extra- 
ordinaries,  and  salaries  of  Treasury  and  Exchequer 
officials  of  every  grade,  Customs,  Excise,  land 
tax  and  house  duties  establishments,  post  office 
establishments  and  judges'  salaries,  &c.). 

(9)  Pensions  and   annuities,  together  with   the  royal 

bounty  payable  to  the  French  Protestants. 

(10)  Petty  bounties. 

(11)  The  establishments  of  the  Prince  of  Wales,  the 
Duke  of  Cumberland,  and  the  four  Princesses. 

(12)  The  Band  of  Gentlemen  Pensioners. 

(13)  The  Secret  Service  of  the  Secretaries  of  State  and 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

(14)  The  Privy  Purse. 

(15)  Purchase  of  Crown  jewels. 

(16)  Royal  gifts  of  plate. 

(17)  Contingencies. 

Theoretically,  as  the  Civil  List  revenues  were  the  King's 
property,  he  could  fix  and  determine,  initiate  or  terminate, 
limit,  mete  and  bound  any  and  all  of  these  establishments 
entirely  according  to  his  own  mere  will.  And  this  is 
what  both  the  Georges  did  expressly  with  particular 
establishments,  viz.  the  Wardrobe  and  the  Works.  For 
instance,  by  Article  26  of  instructions  issued  by  George  I. 
on  the  20th  June,  1726  (and  adopted  by  George  II.  after 
his  accession),  the  annual  expenditure  of  the  Board  of 
Works  was  limited  to  14,400L  Whenever,  as  haj^pened 
practically  every  year,  this  annual  expense  was  exceeded 
the  Board  of  Works  was  exonerated  by  means  of  a  warrant 
under  the  royal  sign  manual  authorising  the  Auditors  of 
Imprests  to  pass  and  allow  their  accounts  notwithstanding 
the  said  exceeding. 

If  the  above  statement,  however,  were  left  standing 
nakedly  it  would  produce  a  wrong  impression.  For  in 
actual  practice  the  King's  administration  of  his  Civil  List 
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revenues  was  exercised  entirely  through  the  Treasury  ;  and 
followed  the  line  of  the  forms  which  had  been  evolved 
through  centuries  of  growth  of  Exchequer  checks  and 
guarantees  and  routine.  This  will  explain  the  fact  that  at 
almost  every  meeting  of  the  Treasury  Board  they  are  found 
deciding  as  to  the  issues  from  the  Civil  List  revenues. 

But  indeed  a  single  pronouncement  on  this  subject  is 
eminently  difficult.  I  only  wish  to  bring  out  the  point  that 
however  far  the  King's  direct  and  personal  influence  may 
have  been  felt  or  not  felt  in  the  administration  of  his  Civil 
revenues,  there  was  nothing  corresponding  to  the  modern 
conception  or  practice  of  Civil  Service  estimates.  The 
reader  of  the  pages  of  this  Calendar  will  look  in  vain  for  any 
establishment,  say,  for  the  Ambassadorial  service.  There 
was  neither  any  fixed  establishment  for  it  which  would  have 
tied  the  hands  of  the  King  or  of  the  Treasury  to  a  certain 
definite  expenditure,  nor  was  there  any  yearly  estimate  for 
it  which  would  or  could  have  brought  it  within  the 
cognizance  of  the  House  of  Commons.  It  was  as  much  the 
King's  private  affair  as  was  the  expenditure  of  the  Privy 
Purse.  He  could  increase  or  decrease  the  number  or  the 
status  of  his  foreign  ambassadors  at  his  will,  and  he  could 
appoint  their  remuneration  at  his  will.  The  same  applies 
to  every  other  of  the  17  heads  of  this  Civil  List  expenditure 
enumerated  above,  save  and  except  only  for  those  heads  of 
it  in  which  the  King  had  of  his  own  will  laid  down  and 
prescribed  a  limiting  total  of  expenditure. 

The  general  statement  thus  outlined  will  explain  the 
extraordinary  way  in  which  the  Treasury  dealt  with  these 
various  departments  of  the  Civil  List  expenditure  in  their 
money  warrants. 

There  is  no  apparent  discoverable  plan  on  which  they 
proceeded,  no  normal  to  which  they  adhered.  For  instance, 
at  the  commencement  of  the  year  an  imprest  was  usually 
issued  to  the  Cofferer  of  the  Household  for  100,000Z  for  the 
ordinary  and  extraordinaries  of  the  Household  (p.  388).    The 
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actual  issues  however  were  ordered  seriatim  at  the  Treasury 
Board  meetings  for  this  or  that  item  of  royal  household 
expense  just  as  the  Cofferer  happened  to  demand  them:  e.g. 
for  purveyors  (p.  230),  for  quarterly  salaries  (pp.  236,  283, 
318),  for  the  Greencloth  (p.  307),  and  so  on. 

These  orders  for  issues  to  the  Cofferer  took  the  form  only 
of  resolutions  at  the  Treasury  Board.  No  formal  money 
warrants  were  issued  upon  them.  There  is  no  trace  of  a 
single  money  warrant  for  any  of  these  separate  amounts 
in  either  the  King's  Warrant  Book,  the  Money  Book  or  the 
Order  Book — the  three  series  of  volumes  which  contain  all 
the  formal  Treasury  money  warrants.  Further  than  this, 
no  attempt  was  made  at  the  Treasury  to  balance  these 
separate  issues  against  the  total  imprest  of  100,000^.,  nor  is 
there  the  slighest  reference  in  the  Treasury  records  to  any 
overhauling  or  auditing  of  the  Cofferer's  accounts  or  to  any 
attempt  to  make  the  Cofferer's  expenditure  conform  to  a 
prescribed  establishment  of  expense  for  the  Eoyal  House- 
hold. As  far  as  the  Treasury  alone  was  concerned  the 
Cofferer  of  the  Household  was  irresponsible.  All  that  he 
had  to  do  was,  in  accordance  with  the  ancient  course  and 
method  of  the  Exchequer,  to  declare  and  pass  his  accounts 
before  the  Auditors  of  Imprests. 

This  practically,  therefore,  amounts  to  saying  that  the 
Cofferer  of  the  Household  was  the  King's  servant,  respon- 
sible to  and  directed  by  him  alone  in  his  expenditure,  and 
liable  only  to  the  method  of  passing  his  accounts,  which  all 
the  other  accomptants  in  the  King's  service  were  liable  to ; 
and  that  his  accounts  were  not  subject  to  any  of  those 
regulations  in  the  shape  of  distinct  and  separate  appropria- 
tions which  have  become  a  feature  of  the  Civil  List  since 
the  days  of  the  Civil  List  Audit  Act  of  56  Geo.  III. 

This  does  not  mean  that  there  was  not  in  existence  an 
estabhshment  of  the  Household  according  to  which  salaries, 
&c.,  were  to  be  paid.  There  was  such  an  estabhshment, 
and  the  Cofferer  was  bound  down  to  it,  and  his  accounts 
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were  checked  by  it  in  the  office  of  the  Auditors  of  Imprests. 
Those  who  are  curious  can  see  the  estabhshment  set  out  in 
full  in  Chamberlayne's  'State.'  But  as  an  establishment  it 
fell  within  the  power  not  of  the  Treasury  but  of  the  King ; 
and  in  his  treatment  of  that  establishment  the  King  was 
not  subject  to  the  modern  regulations  of  distinct  and 
separate  appropriations.  It  could  be  renewed  or  reviewed 
at  the  commencement  of  his  reign  or  at  any  time,  entirely 
according  to  the  King's  will  and  pleasure.  For  instance, 
it  is  well  known  that  on  the  death  of  Queen  Caroline, 
Greorge  II.  out  of  his  affection  for  her  memory  took  on 
himself  her  establishment  of  servants  and  pensions  and 
her  establishment  for  Richmond  Lodge.  From  the  day 
of  her  death  they  were  paid  out  of  the  King's  Civil  List 
revenues.  This  was  a  deliberate  and  uncontrolled  action 
of  the  King's  will  merely.  The  Treasury  had  not  a  word 
to  say  in  the  matter.  That  is  to  say,  in  fine,  the 
various  establishments  of  the  Civil  List  expense  fell  within 
the  power  of  the  King  entirely  and  not  of  the  Treasury  at 
all.  They  were  his  establishments,  to  renew  or  review 
and  increase  or  decrease,  to  initiate,  to  apportion  or  to 
determine  as  he  thought  fit. 

In  this  connexion  there  is  a  most  important  and 
illuminating  passage  in  the  present  volume.  The  packet 
boat  service  of  the  country  was  under  the  administration  of 
the  Post  Office.  In  consequence  of  the  outbreak  of  war 
with  France,  it  became  necessary  to  strengthen  the  packet 
boats,  and  the  Postmaster  General  proposed  to  the  Treasury 
that  they  should  be  put  on  the  footing  of  strength  on  which 
they  stood  in  the  wars  of  Marlborough.  But  at  this  point 
a  difficulty  emerged.  The  profits  of  the  Post  Office  were 
devoted  to  the  Civil  List ;  they  formed  a  most  important 
branch  of  the  King's  Civil  List  revenues.  And  the  Post- 
master's proposal  meant  so  large  an  increase  of  expense 
that  it  would  have  wiped  out  the  profit  of  the  Post  Office 
completely  and  to  that  extent  have  diminished  the  income 
of  the  Civil  List.     Quite  naturally  the  King  did  not  see 
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why  he  should  bear  out  of  what  was  both  practically  and 
theoretically  his  own  private  pocket  an  expenditure  which 
was  in  every  sense  a  national  one.  He  accordingly  declined 
the  proposal.  The  extract  speaks  for  itself  as  showing  how 
completely  it  was  accepted  as  a  maxim  that  the  King  could 
deal  with  the  Civil  List  revenues  entirely  as  his  own. 

(P.  478.)  "  Mr.  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  acquaints 
my  Lords  that  he  hath  laid  before  His  Majesty  a 
representation  made  to  their  Lordships  by  Sir  John 
Eyles  [the  Postmaster  General]  concerning  the 
several  packet  boats  ordered  by  His  Majesty  to  be 
put  on  the  establishment  they  were  [on]  during  the 
last  war :  and  the  Lisbon  packet  boats  being  also 
directed  to  be  of  300  tons  and  100  men  :  and  that 
His  Majesty  observing  from  an  estimate  thereto 
annexed  that  the  same  will  amount  to  a  very  great 
expense,  and  much  exceed  the  clear  revenues  of  the 
Post  Office,  viz. :  to  34,800Z.  for  the  present  cost  of 
building  and  furnishing  them  out  to  sea,  and  to 
28,940^.  17s.  Sd.  per  an.  on  account  of  the  French 
war,  is  pleased  to  say  that  he  doth  not  think  it 
reasonable  that  he  should  take  upon  himself  an 
expense  that  will  so  much  exceed  the  branch  of 
revenue  which  should  naturally  defray  it,  and 
thereby  draw  a  charge  on  the  other  branches  of  the 
Civil  List :  that  it  is  His  Majesty's  opinion  that 
light  vessels  and  quick  sailers  are  the  fittest  for  the 
carriage  of  letters,  which  is  the  principal  intention 
of  packet  boats,  and  that  with  respect  to  the 
merchants  my  Lords  think  that  what  they  desire 
may  be  answered  by  the  Admiralty's  being  directed 
to  protect  their  trade  by  ships  properly  stationed 
and  employed  for  that  purpose.  This  their  Lord- 
ships order  that  the  Postmaster  General  be  made 
acquainted  with,  who  are  to  let  them  know  whether 
there  will  be  occasion  for  any  such  light  vessels  to 
be  built  more  than  those  already  employed,  and 
if  so,  what  will  be  the  expense  thereof." 
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It  must  of  course  be  understood  that  the  general  state- 
ment here  outlined  is  an  unimpeachable  one  only  so  long  as 
the  King  kept  within  the  limits  of  his  Civil  List  income.    If 
his  Civil  List  expenditure  exceeded  his  income  from  that 
source,  then  trouble  was  in  store  for  him.     Some  day  or 
other  the  growing  Civil  List  debt  would  become  unbearable 
and  he  would  be  obliged  to  apply  to  his  faithful  Commons 
to  find  him  the  means  to  wipe  out  the  debt.     The  hour  of 
his  necessity  would  then  be  the  nation's  opportunity,  and  a 
distinct  stride  forward  in  the  controlling  powers  of  the 
Treasury  and  in  constitutionalism  would  result.     There  are 
indications  of  this  coming  result  even  in  the  present  volume 
of  calendar.     The  Treasury  applies  for  an  account  of  the 
debt   growing   in  the  offices  of  several  of   the   Civil  List 
establishments,  the  Steward  of  the  Household,  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Chamber,  &c.,  &c.  (pp.  690,  775),  and  it  tacks  on  to 
this  demand  a  further  demand  for  the  production  of  the 
establishment  by  which  some  of  these  offices  pay  (pp.  372, 
741,  784).     It  is  on  these  lines  that  constitutional  progress 
was  later  to  be  achieved. 

The  progress  has  been  a  double  one.  On  the  one  hand 
the  purely  personal  and  regal  side  of  the  King's  Civil  List 
expenditure  was  gradually  brought  under  the  subjection  of 
appropriation  clauses  and  of  special  audit :  and  on  the  other 
hand  the  more  essentially  national  sides  of  that  expenditure 
(the  public  services  proper)  were  taken  out  of  the  Civil  List 
and  gradually  built  up  into  the  modern  system  of  Civil 
Service  estimates  and  appropriations. 

The  first  of  these  changes  is  comparatively  slight.  The 
Lord  Chamberlain  and  the  Lord  Steward  are  still  as  in  the 
days  of  George  II.  the  King's  servants — i.e.  not  the  nation's 
servants.  But  in  apportioning  the  expenditure  of  the 
modern  Civil  List,  later  kings  have  no  longer  the  entirely 
free  hand  that  George  II.  had.  That  expenditure  has 
become  subject  to  the  distinct  and  separate  appropriations 
contained  in  the  schedules  appended  to  the  particular  Civil 
List  Acts. 
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The  second  of  the  enumerated  changes  has  of  course 
been  much  more  momentous.  The  purely  civiHan  side  of 
the  national  service  has  been  removed  from  the  Civil  List 
entirely,  and  has  been  taken  over  by  the  State.  Accordingly 
the  modern  Civil  Service  system  has  been  built  up  out  of 
the  following  items  of  those  enumerated  on  pp.  xl-xli 
supra,  viz. :  Nos.  5  (Works),  8  (Fees  and  salaries),  9  and  10 
(Pensions  and  bounties),  13  (Secret  Service),  and  17 
(Contingencies). 

Both  these  developments,  hovs^ever,  lie  quite  outside  the 
scope  of  the  present  volume.  They  are  only  summarised 
here  with  the  object  of  illustrating  the  very  different 
position  and  the  very  much  more  extended  and  uncontrolled 
powers  held  and  exercised  by  the  English  King  in  the 
middle  of  the  eighteenth  century;  and  at  the  same  time 
the  comparatively  weak  powers  exercised  by  the  Treasury. 

These  guiding  remarks  will  probably  enable  the  student 
to  tread  his  way  through  the  money  table  which  is  printed 
in  tabular  form  year  by  year  in  the  present  calendar  and 
which  is — to  the  editor's  mind  at  least — the  most  suggestive 
and  instructive  portion  of  the  whole  calendar.  If  the 
student  desires  to  work  through  any  of  the  other  branches 
of  the  Civil  List  expenditure  he  can  do  so  by  turning  to 
the  items  of  imprests  and  issues  given  in  the  index  under  the 
head  of  each  item  of  such  expenditure  (Wardrobe,  Chamber, 
Works,  &c.,  &c.,  &c.).  He  will  undoubtedly  arrive  on  all 
these  heads  at  a  similar  conclusion  to  that  enunciated 
above. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  reader  will  clearly  understand 
that  in  this  introduction  I  have  been  dealing  with  only  one 
specific  question,  viz. :  the  powers  of  the  Treasury  in  the 
days  of  Walpole  in  the  determining  or  fixing  of  the 
national  establishments.viz. :  Army,  Navy  and  Civil  Service. 
The  question  of  the  powers  of  the  House  of  Commons  over 
these  establishments  is  closely  bound  up  in  the  prior 
question  of  the  Treasury's  powers  therein,  but  this  is  a 
question  which  leads  away  from  the  Treasury  records  pure 
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and  simple  and  I  therefore  deliberately  eschew  it.  My  only 
wish  and  purpose  is  to  gather  together  the  threads  of  such 
historic  proofs  or  indications  as  may  help  to  the  formation  of 
a  clear  conception  of  the  Treasury  powers  and  method  at 
this  particular  period,  and  so  to  give  the  reader  a  clue  by 
which  he  can  pursue  his  way  through  the  present  calendar 
with  the  clearest  and  most  proper  understanding  of  the 
material  of  it. 

It  is  for  this  reason  I  have  made  no  reference  to  the 
questions  of  the  accounts  of  the  debt  of  the  Navy,  transport 
accounts,  the  debts  of  various  public  offices  and  the  accounts 
of  services  incurred  in  a  particular  financial  year  but  not 
provided  for  by  Parliament.  The  demand  for  these  accounts 
originated  invariably  in  the  House  of  Commons  itself,  and 
the  Treasury  was  simply  employed  by  the  House  as  the 
proper  channel  through  which  to  approach  the  particular 
office  or  department  concerned  in  the  making  of  the 
required  return.  That  is  to  say  these  questions  concern  the 
powers  and  procedure  of  the  House  of  Commons,  not  those 
of  the  Treasury,  with  which  alone  this  introduction  speci- 
fically deals.

The  herring  fishery  has  been 
remarkably  unsuccessful,  only  2  bushes  from  Aberdeen  fished  in 
deep  water,  taking  only  79  barrels,  and  on  the  coast  only  2,900 
barrels  were  taken  on  Loch  Fyne  and  Loch  Ryan,  and  none  at  all 
on  the  north  west  coast,  Lewis,  or  the  Moray  and  Forth  firths.  In 
the  winter  a  shoal  of  herrings  came  upon  the  coast  of  Fife,  and 
proved  a  very  seasonable  relief  to  the  poorer  sort  of  people  in  the 
great  scarcity  of  bread  corn  that  has  prevailed  in  Scotland  for  some 
time.  Have  inhibited  their  officers  putting  their  mark  on  these 
winter  herrings  for  export  as  being  of  lower  quality  and  to  prevent 
their  mark  falhng  into  discredit.  Detail  the  experiments  for  the 
discovery  of  a  cod  and  ling  fishery  among  the  Western  Isles,  and 
propose  to  repeat  them.  The  linen  manufacture  thrives  as  fast  as  the 
circumstances  of  the  country  permit.  In  the  year  4,609,672f  yards 
were  stamped  for  sale,  which  is  191,864|  yards  short  of  the  preced- 
ing year.  The  shortage  arose  in  the  stations  in  Perth  and  Angus, 
where  the  lowest  priced  cloth  was  made,  and  was  due  to  the  rigour 
of  the  frosts  last  winter,  and  to  the  very  great  scarcity  of  provisions, 
which  led  many  of  the  weavers  to  enhst  as  soldiers.  The  better 
qualities  of  cloth  have  increased  in  output.  The  above  figures  are 
irrespective  of  the  cloth  made  for  home  consumption,  of  which  no 
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account  is  taken.  The  manufacture  of  cloth  in  Scotland  would 
increase  more  rapidly  were  it  not  that  large  quantities  of  the  yarn 
are  bought  up  and  exported  to  England  to  be  worked  up  there. 
That  practice  must  continue  so  long  as  there  is  no  law  to  prevent 
it,  and  as  the  people  of  Scotland  continue  to  spin  large  quantites  of 
yarn,  by  which,  though  they  should  carry  the  manufacture  no 
further,  the  country  must  gain.  "  There  is  one  further  advantage 
that  attends  the  finer  part  of  the  manufacture.  The  people 
generally  favour  it,  and  the  spirit  runs  so  high  that  way  that  men 
of  some  condition,  no  longer  slaves  to  that  vanity _  which  in  this 
country  has  been  so  noxious  to  honest  industry,  begin  to  putt  their 
children,  their  friends,  and  relations,  prentices  to  theloom."  Detail 
their  proceedings  for  encouraging  the  coarser  qualities  of  the  linen 
manufacture,  which  have  been  very  ineffectual,  and  their  plan  for 
same  for  the  coming  year  by  offering  prizes  of  looms,  &c.

state  of  the  transactions  at  Jamaica  relating  to  the  exchange  and 
the  pay  of  the  troops  there,  and  referring  to  several  letters  from  his 
deputy  in  that  island  of  the  1st,  7th,  and  12th  September  last,  and 
also  to  a  letter  from  Brigadier  General  Guise,  dated  Sept.  4.  In  reply 
thereto,  detail  their  manner  of  ascertaining  the  exchange  rate  with 
Jamaica.  In  order  to  ascertain  the  rate  at  which  money  might  be 
raised  in  that  island  endeavoured  to  procure  bills  here  on  Jamaica, 
but  could  not  succeed  even  at  120.  It  is  well  known  that  Jamaica 
has  no  specie  of  its  own,  but  is  supplied  almost  entirely  by  what  it 
draws  from  the  Spanish  West  Indies  for  balance  of  trade,  and  of 
this  [only]  a  very  small  quantity  does  or  can  remain  in  the  island, 
because  silver,  in  which  that  balance  is  paid,  bears  a  higher  price 
in  England  in  proportion  to  the  exchange  than  it  does  in  Jamaica. 
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The  currency  of  the  island  is  so  inconsiderable  that  it  is  extremely 
difficult  to  recover  debts  of  any  kind  but  in  sugar  or  some  other 
produce  of  the  Plantation.      The  par  of  exchange  between  England 
and  Jamaica  is  deemed  to  be  125  per  every  lOOZ.  sterling.     But  this 
rate  is  sujbect  to  all  contingencies.     The  larger  sums  necessary  for 
the  pay  of  the  troops  have  altered  the  case,  as  it  did  with  regard  to 
Colonel   Blakeney,  who,  before    the  arrival    of    the  forces  under 
General  Wentworth,  could  with  difficulty  raise   a  small  sum  for 
subsistence  of  the  American  regiment  at  120.      If  this  result  had 
not  been  foreseen  no  man  can  say  at  what  rate  the  persons  in 
possession  of  the  currency  would  have  given  it,  or  what  price  the 
exchange  would  have  fallen  to,  probably  much  under  120.     Were, 
therefore,  obliged  to  provide  a  new  currency  by  exporting  the  proper 
funds  for  that  purpose.     The  receipt  of  this  money  at  Jamaica  had 
the     desired     effect,     as    it     broke     a    combination    which    had 
actually  been  entered  into  to  lower  the  exchange  and  distress  the 
service.     By  this  means  money  was  raised  by  drafts  from  Jamaica 
at  130  "  which  enabled  us  to  alter  the  price  from  120  to  125.    And 
as  this  money  was  the  sole  cause  of  supporting  the  exchange  in 
the  beginning  so  to  that,  together  with  what  hath  been  since  sent 
out  and  the  great  reduction  of  the  pay  from  the  fatal  mortality 
among  the  troops,  must  be  attributed  the  further  rise  of  the  ex- 
change to  134  and  140."

in  the  method  of  discharging  foreign  goods  as  is  done  at  London.

Harman  Verelst  to  the  Earl  of  Wilmington,  dated  from 
Queen  Square,  Westminster.  Forwards  for  his  perusal  in  the 
meantime,  (a)  infra,  being  a  copy  of  what  will  be  laid  before  the 
Treasury  on  Tuesday  next.  Hopes  same  will  explain  everything  to 
satisfaction,  so  that  General  Oglethorpe's  bills  drawn  since  November, 
1741,  may  be  honoured  as  those  before  that  date  have  been.

As  to  Captain  Horton,  a  report  from  the 
Comptroller  of  Army  Accounts  has  lain  some  time  before  the  Treasury 
for  provisions  for  his  company  for  six  months  after  their  landing  in

Appcadin;! : — (a)  [Verelst'sJ  state,  directed  to  the  Treasury,  of  Ogle- 
thorpe's proceedings  for  the  King's  service  in  America  and  the  expenses 
created  thereupon  from  his  arrival  in  Georgia  in  September,  1738, 
to  Christmas,  1741.  "The  Spanish  minister  at  London,  having 
claimed  the  extension  of  Florida  as  far  as  33|  degrees  north  latitude, 
preparations  were  made  by  the  King  of  Spain  for  invading  Georgia. 
But  before  the  last  intended  succours  from  Cuba  sailed  for  Augustine 
the  King  of  Great  Britain,  having  insisted  upon  an  order  from  the 
King  of  Spain  to  forbid  the  Spaniards  committing  hostilities  in 
Georgia,  such  order  was  sent  to  Augustine,  and  part  of  the  former 
succours  returned  to  Cuba,  which  ended  that  design.  In  June, 
1739,  General  Oglethorpe  received  in  Georgia  an  account  of  the 
convention  with  Spain,  together  with  orders  not  to  fortify,  dated 
March  18,  1738-9  :  during  which  tranquility  he  visited  the  Indians 
in  the  "West  of  Georgia  at  the  Assembly  of  the  Upper  and  Lower 
Creeks  in  the  Cowketa  Town,  300  miles  from  Savannah.  On  his 
return  to  Savannah  he  met  with  His  Majesty's  orders,  dated 
June  15,  1739,  for  His  Majesty's  subjects  to  annoy  those  of 
Spain  in  the  best  manner  they  were  able,  and  to  put  himself 
into  as  good  a  posture  of  defence  as  possible  to  oppose  any 
attempts  that  may  be  made  against  Georgia  by  the  Spaniards,  taking 
care  to  get  the  earliest  intelligence  he  could  of  their  designs.  On 
the  13th  of  November,  1739,  the  Spaniards  attacked  the  Island 
Amelia,  and  surprized  and  killed  2  Highlandmen,  cutting  off  their 
heads  and  dismembering  their  bodies  in  a  barbarous  manner." 
Oglethorpe  thereupon  granted  commissions  to  privateers  applying 
for  them,  raised  2  troops  of  Eangers  or  Horsemen,  called  down  the 
Creek  and  Cherokee  Indians  to  hinder  the  Spanish  Indians  and  the 
runaway  slaves  from  Carolina  from  harassing  the  country  and  pro- 
curing a  revolt  of  the  Carolina  slaves,  bought  and  hired  armed  boats 
(Georgia  and  Carolina  towards  the  sea  coast  being  divided  into  islands 
by  all  the  rivers,  near  400  miles  from  the  Santee  in  South  Carolina 
to  St.  John's  Eiver  in  Florida,  communicating  with  each  other  by 
channels),  kept  up  the  garrison  at  Fort  Augusta  for  communication 
with  the  Cherokee  and  Creek  Indians,  reintrenched  and  fortified 
Frederica,  making  a  road  from  the  fort  at  the  entrance  of  Jekyll 
harbour  to  the  town  of  Frederica.  "  Upon  advice  that  the  Spaniards 
had  again  landed  on  Amelia  and  lain  hid  in  the  woods  he  prepared 
to  get  boats  to  land  on  the  Spanish  main,  which  he  did  on  the 
9th  December,  1739,  with  several  Indians  who  joined  him,  and 
ravaged  Florida  iis  far  as  Fort  St.  Diego,  burning  the  craft  he  met 
with  in  the  river  St.  John's.  He  then  prepared  for  attacking  Fort 
St.  Francis,  which  was  pretty  expensive,  as  well  in  the  hiring  boats 
as  for  provision,  ammunition,  and  a  small  train  of  four  pounders. 
But  he  took  it,  as  also  Picolata,  on  the  7th  of  January  following. 
On  examining  with  Captain  Pearse  the  prisoners  there  taken  con- 
cerning the  distress  of  the  garrison  of  Augustine,  he  met  the  field 
officers  and  captain  of  his  regiment,  with  Captain  Pearse,  and  by 
their  advice  resolved  to  desire  the  assistance  of  the  people  of 
Carolina  against  Augustine.  But  the  Carolina  preparations  were  slow, 
and  he  did  not  receive  His  Majesty's  orders  by  the  "  Colchester  " 
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man  of  war  till  April  the  28th,  1740."  No  particular  accounts 
have  yet  been  received  of  the  above  expenses  from  1739,  Oct.  to 
1740,  April.  Gives  in  detail  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  prepara- 
tions for  attacking  Augustine,  and  of  the  subsequent  expenditure 
to  1741,  December,  and  of  the  imprests  issued  to  satisfy  same. 
(Total  estimated  expense,  21,384/.  10s.  8d. ;  total  imprests  issued, 
18,890L  4s.  5(/.  ;  imprest  applied  for,  3,123L  Os.  id.)  The  order  to 
Oglethorpe  not  to  draw  any  more  bills  for  the  King's  service  till 
further  order  was  sent  in  July,  1741.

I  have  ordered  him  to 
urge  the  Creeks  to  carry  on  the  war  vigorously,  and  have  given 
him  bills  for  1,230  odd  pounds  sterling  to  enable  him  to  buy 
presents  and  horses  to  carry  them.  This  is  by  way  of  imprest 
towards  raising  one  thousand  Indians.  The  Spaniards  have  raised 
the  Floridas,  and  if  we  do  not  beat  theirs  out  of  the  field  with  our 
Indians  the  King's  affairs  here  will  suffer  greatly."  In  the  letter 
of  advice  of  these  bills,  has  described  them  as  only  for  horses,  as  it 
would  be  dangerous  to  divulge  the  intention  of  raising  the  Indians 
before  the  captain's  arrival  in  the  Nation.  "My  Secretary,  Moore, 
has  behaved  in  a  very  wrong  manner,  which  puts  me  under  some 
difficulties  till  I  can  get  another  clerk."

(b)  Copy  of  an  undated  letter  from  General  Oglethorpe  to  Mr. 
Harman  Verelst,  dated  from  Frederica  in  Georgia,  and  received  [by 
the  latter]  1742,  March  29.  In  April,  1740,  pursuant  to  His 
Majesty's  commands,  ordered  troops  to  be  raised,  amongst  them  a 
company  of  boatmen,  but  not  being  able  to  unite  them  into  a 
company,  not  having  time  to  get  men  sufficient,  saved  the  appoint- 
ments of  commissioned  officers  by  having  only  sergeants  or 
coxswains.  Before  November  the  boatmen  were  out  of  their  time, 
being  engaged  for  only  4  months,  and  the  dangerous  situation  at 
Frederica  making  men  unwilling  to  enlist.  In  October  appointed 
Captain  Carr  captain  of  the  company,  naming  it  the  Marine 
Company  of  Boatmen,  and  with  orders  to  raise  recruits  in  Virginia. 
Capt.  Carr  raised  some  in  Virginia,  and  Major  Heron  raised  8  men 
in  Charleston.  This  company  has  been  of  great  ^  service  by 
garrisoning  a  place  upon  the  main,  where  Captain  Carr's  plantation 
was  burned  by  the  Spaniards,  and  a  guard  of  ours  cut  off_;  and 
also  by  keeping  communications  open  with  the  islands  without 
making  the  soldiers  row  in  boats,  and  dispersing  the  regiments  in 
boats.     When  Capt.  Carr  was  in  Virginia  the  winter  came  on  so  hard 
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that  he  could  not  get  back  nor  have  any  communication,  which 
obliged  him  to  draw  for  1001.  for  the  subsistence  of  the  recruits  of  the 
company  of  boatmen.  The  bills  were  payable  to  Taylor  and  Tucker. 
' '  Nothing  but  necessity  would  have  obliged  him  to  have  done  this, 
and  I  find  by  yours  it  has  had  the  ill  effect  which  was  natural  to 
expect  from  it,  since  thereby  the  ministry  as  well  as  you  must  have 
been  apt  to  believe  that  this  was  a  new  expense  of  levies  made  by 
me  upon  my  own  head,  whereas  in  reality  it  was  no  other  than  part 
of  the  pay  of  those  who  was  ordered  to  be  levied  pursuant  to  His 
Majesty's  commands  for  the  siege  of  Augustine,  and  the  necessity 
for  the  defence  of  this  province  having  made  it  as  needfull  to  continue 
them  as  to  raise  them,  I  did  not  dare  disband  them  having  received 
no  orders  for  reducing.  .  .  .  The  case  of  the  Rangers  and  the  High- 
land Company  is  much  the  same.  I  therefore  ordered  all  to  be 
recruited  :  the  full  establishment  made  a  saving  which  is  the  fund 
for  defraying  the  charge  of  the  recruits.  The  full  establishment  of 
the  company  of  boatmen  from  the  siege  of  St.  Augustine  for  the  first 
6  months  you  will  see,  of  which  there  was  a  saving  upon  the  com- 
mission officers  pay.  .  .  .  Prom  the  1st  of  October,  1740,  the 
Company  began  at  the  low  pay  which  you  will  see  according  to  the 
establishment,  and  thereby  you  will  find  that  I  have  not  drawn  for 
near  as  much  as  the  ]3ay  of  this  company  of  boatmen  amounts  to, 
having  subsisted  the  other  part  of  the  company  by  means  of  the 
provision,  &c.,  I  drew  for ;  for  they  are  paid  to  this  time  and 
having  not  been  able  intirely  to  complete  them  I  was  forced  to  keep 
other  boatmen  at  an  advance  pay.  I  hope  this  account  will  enable 
you  to  explain  the  matter.  I  send  you  Captain  Carr's  certificate 
that  the  company  was  paid  and  cleared  to  the  25th  day  of  September 
1741,  and  their  subsistence  to  the  25  of  November  following.  I 
have  also  drawn  upon  you  for  the  payment  of  the  sloop  and  schooner. 
It  is  very  dangerous  to  write  the  strength  of  what  is  supplied  here, 
since  letters  are  often  intercepted  by  the  enemy.  However  I  may 
say  in  this  letter  what  I  shall  give  more  particular  accounts  by  a 
sure  hand.  Besides  the  regular  troops  it  was  absolutely  necessary 
to  keep  up  the  two  troops  of  Rangers  raised  for  the  seige  of  St. 
Augustine,  also  the  Highland  Company  and  the  company  of 
boatmen  as  well  as  garrisons  at  Fort  Augusta,  at  Mount  Pleasant, 
at  Mount  Venture,  and  fortify  different  places.  The  prizes  taken  off 
Charleston  barr  shews  that  the  men  of  war  could  not  be  spared 
from  thence  and  that  two  were  not  sufficient  to  protect  that  trade, 
and  if  we  had  not  vessels  to  defend  us  in  shoal  water  think  what 
must  have  become  of  a  frontier  settlement.  These  vessels  have 
already  forced  one  of  the  enemy's  sloops  on  shore  and  we 
engaged  that  privateer  which  did  so  much  mischief  and 
forced  him  over  the  barr  insomuch  that  it  was  six  weeks  before 
he  was  again  fit  for  sailing.  The  fortifications  and  building 
barracks  for  the  Company's  removal  from  St.  Andrew's  are  a  con- 
tinual expence.  This  I  have  paid  weekly,  and  have  not  drawn 
particularly  for  them,  but  shall  send  you  an  account  of  them.  The 
barracks  are  built  with  lyme  and  mortar,  and  are  90  feet  square. 
They  are  now  finished  except  the  flooring  the  officers  rooms.  There 
is  continually  a  body  of  Indians  employed  by  me  acting  against  the 
Spaniards   of    St.   Augustine,       They  have  straitened   that    place 
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extreamly  and  frequently  bring  in  prisoners  here.  Amongst  the 
last  was  a  Lieutenant  of  horse  belonging  to  that  garrison  by  name 
Don  Eomualdo  Kuiz  del  Moral,  nephew  to  the  last  Governor.  The 
entertaining  the  Indians  is  very  expensive,  but  they  are  absolutely 
necessarjr.  I  am  mighty  unwilling  to  make  any  expence  much  less 
would  I  venture  to  pretend  to  or  make  use  of  an  unlimited  credit 
since  you  know  I  draw  upon  my  own  credit  first,  and  it  is  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Government  to  reimburse  me.  I  make  no  expences 
but  what  are  absolutely  necessary,  and  employ  all  I  have  from  His 
Majesty  in  his  service.  You  know  that  all  my  appointments  are 
paid  to  you  to  answer  the  bills  which  I  draw  and  lay  out  for  the 
service  here.  As  for  my  personal  expenses  they  are  mighty  incon- 
siderable. The  expences  for  vessels,  Indians,  &c.,  are  so  necessary 
that  we  could  not  hold  the  country  without  them.  If  I  did  not  draw  for 
them  how  must  I  answer  the  loss  of  it  by  the  want  of  their  assistance. 
It  is  a  great  misfortune  to  me  to  have  no  accomptant,  for  these  things 
would  appear  very  plain  if  I  had.     When  I  came  out  from  England 

I  depended  upon  Mr.  Jones,  but  he  is  so  taken  up  at  Savannah  that  he 
cannot  spare  time  to  come  to  my  assistance.  You  know  I  do  not  under- 
stand accounts  myself,  beside  the  crowd  of  other  business  and  service 
prevents  my  having  time.  Moore  as  you  know  is  not  an  accomptant 
or  bred  bookkeeper,  besides  which  he  has  took  such  a  turn  as 
]\Ir.  Carteret  can  inform  you  that  of  a  long  time  he  has  been  of  little 
service  to  me.  As  I  look  upon  holding  the  province  to  His  Majesty 
to  be  of  the  utmost  importance  I  risque  everything  for  it,  and  the 
Spaniards  for  the  same  reason  strive  all  they  can  to  destroy  me  as 
well  by  employing  agents  in  stirring  up  lies  and  calumnies  against 
me  to  lessen  my  reputation  at  home  as  by  open  force.  There  is 
nothing  puts  me  under  more  difficulty  than  the  wanting  a  direct 
correspondence  to  England.  Seven  out  of  eight  letters  by  Charleston 
miscarry."  Encloses  a  list  of  his  daily  expenses  besides  contingen- 
cies, also  a  certificate  of  the  sloop,  &c.  Dares  not  transmit  the 
several  establishments  lest  they  should  fall  into  the  hands  of 
the  enemy.

About  the  beginning  of 
1677  on  the  appearance  of  a  war  with  France  several  lands  were  taken 
in  by  Col.  Legg,  then  Governor  of  Portsmouth,  and  Sir  Bernard  de 
Gumme,  his  then  Majesty's  engineer  with  intent  to  fortify  Gosport 
as  an  additional  security  for  Portsmouth.  The  quantity  then  taken  in 
was  84J  acres  and  after  some  dispute  l,760Z.was  paid  for  them  by  Sir 
Charles  Harbord,  Surveyor  General  of  Crown  Lands.  Against  said 
Harbord's  advice  said  lands  do  not  appear  to  have  been  ever  put  in 
charge  either  with  the  Auditor  [of  Crown  Lands  for  that  particular 
County]  or  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Pipe  with  the  object  of  manifesting 
the  King's  title  or  grounding  a  lease  thereon.  By  this  neglect  the 
parcel  of  84 J  acres  is  reduced  to  46  acres ;  the  rest,  being  encroached 
by  the  neighbours,  either  is  or  is  likely  to  be  lost.  There 
were  no  Acts  of  Parliament  passed  at  that  time  limiting  or 
ascertaining  the  uses  these  lands  were  to  be  applied  to.  They  were 
taken  in  and  paid  for  by  the  Crown  and  the  disposition  thereof  was 
entirely  in  the  Crown,  and  if  the  Deputy  Governor  of  Portsmouth 
remained  in  possession  of  them  for  his  own  benefit,  it  was  contrary 
to  no  law  at  the  time.

drawing  bills  for  His  Majesty's  service.  On  the  15th  June,  1739,  the 
King  sent  Oglethorpe  orders  to  annoy  the  subjects  of  Spain  and 
put  himself  in  a  posture  of  defence.  On  the  28th  April,  1740,  he 
further  received  the  King's  orders  by  the  "  Colchester  "  man-of-war 
for  the  attempt  against  St.  Augustine.  In  July,  1741,  he  sent 
home  certain  proposals  (a)  infra  relating  to  the  war  in  Georgia  and 
Florida  and  an  account  of  the  services  performed  in  the  defence  of 
South  Carolina  and  Georgia.  These  were  received  in  October  following 
and  laid  before  the  Lords  Justices.  On  the  19  October  said  Lords 
Justices  approved  the  said  services  and  referred  the  proposals  to  the 
consideration  of  the  Duke  of  Montagu,  Sir  Charles  Wager,  General 
Wade,  and  Col.  Bladen,  who  after  several  meetings  and  examina- 
tions soon  made  their  report,  which  is  in  the  Duke  of  Newcastle's 
office.  Oglethorpe  began  to  draw  bills  on  June,  1740,  and  by  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer's  direction  Verelst  accepted  same  and 
applied  to  the  Treasury  for  an  imprest  to  satisfy  them,  which  was 
accordingly  issued  out  of  the  200,000L  for  the  extraordinaries 
of  the  war,  1740.  This  imprest  was.  received  by  Peregrine  Fury, 
Oglethorpe's  agent,  who  reimbursed  Verelst.  The  bills  were  delivered 
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up  to  Fury  for  the  Paymaster  of  the  Forces'  discharge,  the  auditors 
returning  General  Oglethorpe  in  super  for  the  same.  This  method 
is  still  used.  The  imprests  have  sometimes  been  issued  out  of  the 
200,000?..,  and  sometimes  as  extraordinaries  of  the  war  anno  1741, 
which  have  been  since  provided  for  by  Parliament.  In  Feb.  1741-2 
the  Treasury  ordered  Verelst  to  accept  no  further  bills  till  their 
Lordships  had  been  made  acquainted  therewith.  Conceives  that 
these  expenses  are  still  extraordinaries  of  the  war  and  submits  the 
evil  consequences  of  not  supporting  Oglethorpe's  credit.

be  improved,  and  orders  for  me  to  continue  the  fortifying  this 
town,  the  barracks  &c.     .     .     . 

"If  there  is  a  icar  with  France.      It  will  be   necessary  to 

raise  the  Creek,  Chickasaw,  and  Cherokee   Indians  and  keep 

them  in  arms,  and  to  augment  the  Rangers  to  60  in  a  troop,  to 

raise  more  Rangers,  to  fortify  strongly  at  Mount  Venture  and 

Fort  Augusta.

He  reports  that  the 
Collector  of  the  Coal  Duties  in  London  is  charged  in  his  books  from 
weekly  certificates  signed  by  the  collector  and  comptroller,  which 
are  the  only  accounts  that  come  to  his  hand  from  the  Coal  Office, 
containing  the  money  received  on  entries,  the  money  received  on 
bonds,  the  interest  received  on  bonds,  and  the  bonds  charged.  From 
these  certificates-  he  charges  the  collector  with  the  money  and 
interest  received  in  his  cash  account  and  in  his  bond  account  with 
the  bonds  charged ;  and  when  in  the  said  certificate  the  collector 
acknowledges  to  have  received  money  on  bonds  then  the  said 
collector  has  credit  given  him  in  his  bond  account  and  in  his  cash 
account  is  debited  with  the  amount  of  that  credit.  In  this  manner 
the  account  of  the  Collector  of  the  Coal  Duty  is  made  up  in  the 
Comptroller  General's  Office,  and  thence  transmitted  to  the  auditor 
with  the  certificates  as  vouchers.  As  to  the  traders  concerned  in 
these  frauds  there  are  upwards  of  500  persons  concerned,  most  of 
them  masters  of  ships  now  employed  in  the  coal  trade.  Have 
therefore  thought  fit  to  use  caution  before  putting  their  bonds 
in  suit  by  previously  inquiring  into  their  circumstances  so  as 
to  give  the  less  substantial  of  them  an  opportunity  of  applying 
to  the  Treasury  for  a  reasonable  time  for  payment.  Have 
further  ordered  a  charge  to  be  made  upon  the  late  collector 
from  the  time  he  entered  upon  his  office  from  the  coal  meter's 
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certificate,  which  is  the  only  way  of  ascertaining  the  duties.  The 
method  of  charging  the  duty  upon  coals  by  the  collector  is  from  the 
said  coal  meter's  certificates,  "  which  being  delivered  by  them  to 
the  Collector  and  Comptroller  of  those  duties  only,  it  has  been,  and 
may  still  be,  in  their  power  to  conceal  and  omit  what  bonds  they  will 
in  their  weekly  certificates  delivered  to  the  Comptroller  General,  who 
has  no  account  from  the  entries  to  charge  them,  or  any  other 
vouchers  for  passing  their  accounts  with  the  Auditors."

Lord  Lovel  and  Sir  John  Eyles,  Postmasters  General,  to 
the  Treasury  representing  a  fraud  discovered  in  the  Post  Office 
carried  on  by  Mr.  Joseph  Bell,  the  Comptroller  of  the  Inland  Office, 
and  Mr.  Joseph  Archer,  alphabet  keeper  and  windowman  in  the 
same  office,  said  fraud  being  explained  as  follows: — "Upon  the 
opening  of  the  mails  the  Clerks  of  the  Road  and  their  assistants, 
with  the  sorters  in  the  office,  take  the  several  bags  therein  con- 
tained and  examine  the  number  of  letters  and  the  taxes  thereon, 
with  the  charge  sent  by  each  deputy  out  of  the  country,  and  if  upon 
such  examination  any  of  the  letters  are  found  to  be  undertaxed 
(which  very  frequently  happens)  they  are  re-taxed  by  the  officers  in 
our  office,  and  such  re-taxed  letters  are  afterwards  marked  with  the 
stamp  of  the  crown,  which  denotes  their  having  been  so  re-taxed, 
and  then  are  sorted  and  delivered  according  to  their  several 
directions.  Mr.  Joseph  Bell,  the  Comptroller,  always  stampt  such 
re-taxed  or  advanced  letters  with  the  crown  stamp.  The  business  of 
Mr.  Joseph  Archer,  the  alphabet  keeper,  was  to  deliver  letters  at 
the  window  of  the  Inland  Office  to  merchants  or  others  who  called 
for  their  letters  there.  The  practice  between  them  was  in  the 
following  manner  :  When  Mr.  Bell  crowned  the  advanced  letters  he 
always  placed  some  of  the  letters  on  his  right  hand  and  others  on  his 
left  hand.  Those  on  his  left  hand  were  regularly  despatched,  sorted, 
and  delivered,  but  those  on  his  right  hand  he  always  took  with  him  into 
his  own  room  at  the  upper  end  of  the  Inland  office,  and  afterwards 
took  an  opportunity  (when  he  thought  he  was  not  observed  by  any 
of  the  clerks  in  the  office)  to  deliver  them  in  a  secret  manner  to  the 
said  Archer,  which  letters  .  .  .  could  not  be  brought  as  a  charge 
upon  the  said  Archer  as  letters  delivered  at  the  window."  From  Lady 
day  last  it  appears  that  from  the  books,  which  only  go  back  to  that 
date,  that  1511.  13s.  lOd.  has  been  thus  embezzled.  Have  compelled 
Bell  to  repay  this  amount,  and  discharged  both  him  and  Archer.

The 
whole  process  from  the  first  importation  of  coals  to  the  payment  of 
the  duties,  or  giving  security  for  payment  thereof  is  as  follows : — The 
master  delivers  his  cockett  (which  he  received  from  the  Collector 
at  the  lading  port,  expressing  the  quantity  of  coals  on  board  his 
ship)  to  the  Collector  of  Coal  Duties,  London,  within  4  days  after  his 
arrival  at  Gravesend.  He  then  enters  his  ship  with  the  said  Collector, 
likewise  with  the  coast  collector  with  whom  the  cockett  is  lodged. 
The  crimp  and  master  then  give  bond  or  make  a  deposit  with  the 
Collector  and  Comptroller  of  the  Coal  Duties  for  about  double  the 
amount  of  the  duties  on  the  quantity  of  coals  expressed  in  the 
cockett.  The  Collector  and  Comptroller  then  grant  a  warrant  to 
the  master,  directed  to  the  coal  meters,  empowering  them  to  ad- 
measure and  deliver  the  ships  lading.  When  the  meters  have 
finished  their  delivery  they  certify  on  the  back  of  the  warrant  the 
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quantity  of  coals  delivered.  The  crimp  then  returns  the  warrant 
with  the  certificate  endorsed  thereon  by  the  coal  meters  to  the 
Collector  and  Comptroller,  and  by  this  certificate  the  exact  amount 
of  the  duty  or  principal  sum  due  upon  the  bond  is  ascertained,  which 
certificate,  or  a  duplicate  thereof,  ought  to  be  annexed  to  each 
respective  bond,  in  order  to  prove  what  was  due  thereon,  in  case 
the  same  had  been  put  in  suit  for  want  of  payment. 

The  work  of  discovering  the  coal  meters  certificates,  and  of 
checking  the  late  Collector's  accounts  by  them  since  his 
appointment,  may  take  years  to  perfect.  As  to  a  further  check 
to  be  adopted  in  future  the  Comptroller  General  of  Customs  has 
reported  as  follows,  that  a  Quarter  Book  be  kept  (to  contain  an 
account  of  all  coals  imported,  the  duties  paid  or  secured  thereon,  and 
of  every  transaction  relating  thereto ;  and  to  be  adjusted  and  settled 
every  quarter)  as  is  done  on  the  several  collectors  of  the  out  ports, 
and  that  the  like  check  of  an  examiner  should  be  put  on  the 
Collector  of  the  Coal  Duties  as  is  now  placed  on  the  Collector 
Inwards  of  London  port.  Are,  however,  of  opinion  that  a  still 
more  effectual  check  would  be  for  a  duplicate  of  the  coal  meters 
certificate  to  be  returned  to  the  Comptroller  General,  as  well  as  to 
the  Collector  and  Comptroller  of  the  Coal  Duties.  The  Comptroller 
General  will  thus  be  able  to  see  the  charge  made  on  every  coal 
master  and  crimp.  Detail  the  proceedings  had  with  regard  to  the 
method  of  recovering  from  the  late  Collector  Deacon's  son  and 
John  Woodward.

17  st.  per  £ 
sterling,  the  profit  to  the  remitters  on  the  above  proposal  will  be 
better  than  half  per  cent.  They  negotiate  their  affairs  in  Holland 
with  Messrs.  Muilman  and  Sons,  and  Messrs.  Clifford  and  Sons,  who, 
they  allege,  are  equally  sufficient  with  Messrs  Pells  and  Sons. 
Memorialists  are  certain  they  can  establish  a  credit  so  as  to  keep  up 
the  exchange,  and  carry  on  this  transaction  for  a  continuance  at  the 
above  rate,  but  admitted  that  this  must  be  supported  chiefly  by 
means  of  exporting  foreign  gold  or  specie  to  keep  up  the  course  of 
the  exchange,  as  it  has  been  for  above  two  years  last  past.  Has 
also  talked  with  Mr.  Gore,  the  present  remitter,  and  encloses  a 
representation  from  him,  Poyntz  and  Gulston  as  in  (&)  infra.  Is 
advised  by  skilled  and  disinterested  persons  as  follows,  viz. :  that 
the  proposal  of  Gore,  Gulston,  and  Poyntz,  (for  remittances  at  10  gu.

Further,  that 
it  is  a  great  security  to  the  Government  to  transact  these  affairs  at 
the  house  of  Messrs.  Pels  and  Clifford,  especially  since  the  chief 
transaction  is  proposed  to  be  by  Messrs.  Pels  and  Sons.

Jan.  13.  9.  Report  to  the  Treasury  from  the  Revenue  Commissioners, 
Dublin,  on  the  memorial  of  the  Earl  of  Arran  to  the  Treasury, 
proposing  to  sell  to  the  Crown  the  duties  of  Prizage  and  Butlerage 
[of  Ireland]  or  to  let  them  for  a  term  of  31  years.  Refer  to  their 
former  report  of  1741,  June  27,  on  a  like  former  proposal  from 
said  Earl.  In  the  said  former  proposal  there  were  two  serious  errors, 
viz.  :  it  was  alleged  that  Prizage  of  wines  is  one  tun  out  of  each 
ship  importing  less  than  18  tuns,  whereas  no  Prizage  is  paid  by  any 
ship  that  does  not  import  full  9  tuns  wine :  and,  secondly,  the  said 
Prizage  is  said  to  be  chosen  out  of  the  best  of  the  cargo,  and  that 
without  any  duty  or  expense  off  from  the  quay ;  whereas  the  method 
is  when  taken  in  kind  to  choose  indifferently  before  and  behind  the 
mast  without  tasting,  by  which  means  if  these  wines  were  all  paid 
in  kind  it's  more  than  probable  that  they  may  be  the  worst  instead 
of  the  best  of  the  cargo,  as  the  importers  may  have  their  best  wines 
artfully  stowed  away  in  the  bottom  of  the  ship  that  they  may  not 
be  readily  come  at.  Said  Prizage,  however,  is  commonly  com- 
pounded for  at  certain  rates,  detailed.  With  regard  to  the  Earl's 
present  proposal,  enclose  an  account  of  the  produce  of  said  duties  for 
23  years  from  1720,  March  25,  to  1742,  March  25,  showing  a  medium 
annual  produce  of  4,394?.  2s.  -id.  The  decrease  of  said  duties  in  the 
last  3  years  is  due  to  the  frequent  embargoes  on  shipping  and  other 
obstructions  to  trade  since  the  commencement  of  the  war  with 
Spain.  In  case  a  new  lease  of  the  duties  be  taken  from  the  Earl, 
advise  4,000Z.  as  a  sufficient  rent,  or  if  to  be  purchased,  then  20 
years'  purchase  at  said  rental  in  case  said  duties  should  be  held  not 
liable  to  excise  and  additional  duties ;  but  if  considered  so  liable  "  it 
will  be  lessened  at  least  one  third  in  its  value."     4  2Mges.

Further  are  doubtful 
whether  the  consumption  is  as  great  as  set  forth,  viz.  1,600,000  lbs., 
that  being  much  move  than  the  East  India  Company  imjjorts  one 
year  with  another,  and  also  more  by  400,000  lbs.  than  the  traders 
themselves  imagined  was  consumed  7  years  since,  when  they  applied 
to  the  administration  and  Parliament  with  a  scheme  of  the  like 
nature.  Even  if  the  consumption  be  as  great  as  represented,  the 
revenue  cannot  be  kejDt  up  unless  smuggling  be  entirely  suppressed, 
and  with  a  proposal  like  the  present  one,  amounting  to  virtually  a 
64  j^ei'  i'<'i>t-  duty,  the  profit  to  the  smuggler  will  be  too  great  a 
temptation,  especially  if  it  is  true,  as  reported,  that  the  French  and 
Dutch  import  a  lower  kind  of  tea,  which  they  sell  at  a  much  less 
price  than  the  India  Company.  Are  therefore  adverse  to  the 
proposal.

former    experience    of    their    ill   conduct.      On    consideration   of 
Dinwiddle's  report  hereon,  and  of  several  papers  relating  to  these 
matters,  find  that  the  collectors  and  officers  in  general  have  been  guilty 
of  great  frauds  and  neglect.     They  have  taken  Pistoles  in  payment 
at  23s.,  and  afterwards  disposed  of  them  on  their  own  account  at 
28.S.  per  Pistole  without  giving  the  Crown  credit  for  the  difference.

Great  frauds 
have    been   committed   by   the    collectors   in   shipping   off    large 
quantities  of   sugar  without  payment  of  the  4 J  j;e?-  cent,  duty,  as 
ajjpears  by  the  accounts  of  the  Comptroller  General  of  Customs  of 
sugars  exported  from  the  islands,  and  of  same  imported  into  Great 
Britain  from  1734,  Xmas,  to  1738,  Xmas.   \_See  these  accounts  suj^ra 
Vol.  IV.  p.  23  items  71  and  72.     Said  accounts  should  be  treated  as 
appendices  to  the  present  paper.]   From  these  it  appears  that  the  said 
imports  exceeded  said  exports  by  2'J,787  hogsheads,  this  being,  there- 
fore, the  quantity  that  has  escaped  paying  duty  in  the  islands.

Lynch  (Middlesex  9th 
division),  his  time  is  so  taken  up  in  another  employment  that 
he  has  no  leisure  to  perform  any  part  of  the  surveyor's 
duty  ;  he  neither  attends  at  appeals  the  signing  of  the 
rates,  nor  the  making  up  or  setling  the  collectors'  accounts, 
which  occasions  backwardness  in  the  payment  of  the  duties,  the 
money  not  being  collected  till  near  2  years  after  the  same  became 
due,  in  which  time  many  of  the  inhabitants  die,  break  or  remove  ; 
his  books  are  crowded  with  errors,  and  from  his  frequent  employ- 
ment of  a  deputy  many  inconveniences  may  arise,  for  the  deputies 
not  having  a  proper  commission,  the  inhabitants  may  refuse  them 
the  liberty  of  inspecting  their  houses,  collectors  may  refuse  them 
the  examination  of  their  rates  and  assessments,  and  the  Justices 
often  disallow  their  charges  and  proceedings  by  reason  they  are  not 
lawfully  authorised  :  Tho.  Life  (Cambridge)  keeps  no  books,  neither 
does  it  appear  that  he  ever  made  a  survey ;  he  is  by  profession  a 
surgeon:  Robt.  Obbinson  (Lincoln),  this  officer  is  a  rich  farmer, 
and  has  abundance  of  business,  which  makes  him  neglect  his  duty  as 
surveyor  :  in  Wales  the  officers  look  upon  their  duty  as  a  sinecure. 
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for  the  most  part  they  keep  no  books,  and  those  who  do  have 
no  method ;  there  is  a  great  decrease  everywhere  in  these  duties 
and  that  not  so  much  from  the  above  neghgence  and  incapacity  as 
from  the  partial  and  arbitrary  proceedings  of  the  Justices  in  those 
parts,  who  will  not  admit  of  any  surcharges  where  a  regular  survey 
has  been  made  in  order  to  advance  the  duties,  but  on  the  contrary 
strike  them  off  without  examination,  as  they  did  lately  in  Ludlow, 
Salop,  as  also  in  Brecon  town,  though  it  appeared  that  many  of  the 
houses  had  from  30  to  70  lights,  and  that  no  appeal  was  made, 
they  alleging  it  would  be  a  bad  example  for  one  to  pay  30  shillings, 
whilst  others  in  the  same  circumstances  paid  but  20  shillings  : 
John  Sesse,  one  of  the  surveyors  of  Devon,  is  incapable  of  his  duty, 
but  the  officer  lays  the  blame  upon  the  Justices  of  the  Peace,  who 
suffer  the  people  to  come  and  appeal  at  any  time,  and  they  are 
taken  off  without  the  knowledge  of  the  officer  who  should  be  present 
to  defend  his  charge ;  for  which  the  clerks  to  the  said  Justices 
receive  a  fee.

Orford  and  Sir  Charles  Wager  agreed  they  should  be  paid  on  that 
foot  for  the  future,  and  it  has  been  so  practised  ever  since."  The 
Governors  of  the  charity  think  this  is  a  juster  way.  It  is  a  matter 
wholly  indifferent  to  the  Treasury,  for  either  way  a  sum  must  be

As  to  the  4th  instruction,  advises  a  more  particular  form 
of  ledger  and  ledger  entry  for  merchants'  bonds.  In  the  constitution 
for  this  officer  (viz. :  Comptroller),  dated  at  the  Treasury,  1703, 
August  26,  the  Comptroller  was  directed  inter  alia  to  take  care  that 
the  Receiver  General  should  duly  charge  himself  in  his  weekly 
certificates  with  the  money  received  upon  bonds  or  upon  remittances 
by  bills  of  exchange  from  the  outports.  But  in  the  next  constitution 
for  this  officer,  dated  1703-4,  January  12,  that  part  of  this  clause 
relating  to  bills  of  exchange  was  entirely  omitted,  and  it  has  never 
been  inserted  in  any  constitution  since.

chest  under  the  Collector's  and  Comptroller's  joint  locks,  pursuant 
to  a  Treasury  warrant  of  date  1708,  March  31.  Also  advises  that 
schedules  of  all  merchants'  bonds  in  the  custody  of  the  Receiver 
General  and  the  London  Collectors  remaining  unpaid  at  the  end  of 
each  year  be  prepared  and  signed  by  them  and  their  respective 
Comptrollers,  and  delivered  to  the  Comptroller  General  of  the 
Accounts  as  is  done  by  the  Collectors  and  Comptrollers  of  the 
outports  :  which  schedules,  after  keeping  copies  thereof  in  proper 
books,  the  Comptroller  General  should  deliver  to  the  Auditors  of 
Imprests,  referring  to  them  in  his  general  accounts  of  the  revenue,

Who  have  thereupon  reported  to  this  Committee  that  they 
have  perused  and  considered  the  said  papers,  and  have  discoursed

and  fortifications  now  proposed  to  be  erected :  that  your  Majesty 
may  be  moved  that  a  detachment  of  land  forces  or  marines  be 
forthwith  sent  to  Newfoundland,  sufficient  to  man  and  defend  the 
said  forts  and  batterys ;  for  besides  the  85  marines,  with  their 
officers,  left  at  St.  John's  by  Captain  Smith,  there  is  at  present  in 
Newfoundland  only  one  company  of  General  Phillip's  regiment, 
consisting  of  a  captain,  1  lieutenant,  1  ensign,  2  sergeants, 
2  corporals,  1  drummer,  and  31  privates,  if  they  are  compleat. 
This  company  is  at  present  quartered  at  Placentia,  and  by  no 
means  capable  of  defending  that  place.  They  apprehend  that  the 
marines  left  at  St.  John's  by  Captain  Smith  should  be  relieved, 
and  that  the  same  allowance  for  provisions  should  be  made  to  the 
forces  employed  on  this  service  as  is  now  given  to  the  garrison  of 
Placentia,  and  that  Lieutenant  Governors  should  be  appointed  for 
the  forts  of  Placentia  and  St.  John's.

Dinwiddle,  relating  to  his  inspection  in  1743,  at  Barbados,  into  the 
management  of  the  4 J  pe?-  cent.  duty.  Has  likewise  had  recourse  to 
Dinwiddle's  former  inspection  in  1738.  Finds  that  the  frauds  on 
the  said  revenue,  as  complained  of  by  Dinwiddle,  are  no  longer 
open  to  doubt.  In  1730  and  1731  the  collector  took  to  himself 
sugars  at  12s.  Qd.  per  cwt.  to  supply  the  deficiency  of  the  growing 
receipt  of  cash  to  pay  salaries  and  incidents.  Further  said  collector 
in  same  period  received  20s.  per  cwt.  in  lieu  of  Muscovado  sugar. 
On  this  head  the  Crown  must  have  been  defrauded  of  7s.  6d.  per 
cwt.  by  short  credit  given  it.  The  collector  made  fraudulent  sales 
of  sugar  to  defray  the  deficiency  of  salaries  and  incidents,  keeping 
large  stocks  on  hand  many  months,  and  yet  selling  same  ultimately 
for  less  than  the  market  price  at  the  time  of  receipt.  In  his 
inspections  Dinwiddle  found,  both  at  Xmas,  1738,  and  Xmas,  1743, 
that  the  large  stock  of  sugar  in  the  books  was  a  fictitious  entry,  there 
being  not  a  hogshead  in  the  King's  warehouse.  As  to  the  article  of 
waste  on  sugar,  the  manner  of  charging  same  in  the  collectors' 
accounts  has  been  most  arbitrary  and  uncertain,  and  an  utter 
disregard  has  been  paid  to  the  new  instructions  on  that  head. 
When  it  is  considered  that  instead  of  the  duty  of  4J  pei-  cent,  being 
received  in  kind  it  has  been  for  the  greatest  part  commuted  for 
money,  and  that  in  reality  very  small  quantities  of  sugar  have 
usually  been  lodged  in  the  King's  warehouse,  it  is  no  wonder  indeed 
that  the  waste  could  not  be  regularly  charged  as  alleged  in  the 
answers  to  Mr.  Dinwiddle's  queries,  if  it  was  determined  to  charge 
it  on  sugar  never  lodged  in  the  warehouse,  nor  ever  received  in 
kind  from  the  shippers,  but  commuted  with  them  for  money.  And 
that  this  was  the  case  is  apparent  from  the  collector's  own  account 
of  commutation.  Therefore  concludes  that  the  charge  for  waste  is 
false.  The  discovery  which  Mr.  Dinwiddle  has  made  by  procuring 
some  of  the  accounts  current  between  the  collector  and  the  shippers 
proves  the  collector's  whole  accounts  to  be  false,  by  his  receiving 
the  duties  of  the  planters  and  merchants  in  money,  and  charging 
himself  in  his  accounts  with  the  said  duties  in  kind.  Further 
instead  of  charging  himself  with  the  money  received  he  ships  his

own  sugars  to  the  husband  of  the  4j;?jcr  cent,  duty  in  lieu  of  the 
sugar  commuted  with  the  merchant  for  money.  So  that  here  are 
two  sorts  of  commutations  which  the  collector  takes  upon  him,  one 
of  money  for  the  identical  sugar  which  he  ought  to  have  received, 
and  the  other  of  sugar  for  that  money  which  he  ought  to  have 
accounted  for  in  money.  As  to  the  gains  of  the  collector  thereby, 
it  has  been  published  to  the  world  that  "  upon  an  average  he  retains 
501.  16s.  2d.  out  of  every  100/.  received  by  him  in  money "  {vide 
p.  47,  2nd  part  of  [John]  Ashley's  '  memoirs,'  who  was  Auditor 
General  of  revenue  in  Barbabos,  &c.,  1743).  Advises  that  Dinwiddle 
be  ordered  home  in  order  to  explain  several  matters  relating  to  these 
and  other  particulars.     5  pages.

Has  further  sanctioned 
the  practice  which  has  grown  up  of  long  duration,  and  therefore 
given  instructions  for  receiving  the  duty  for  the  better  sort  of 
clayed  sugars  in  cash,  as  being  of  great  ease  to  the  planter  and 
great  advantage  to  the  revenue,  the  collector  being  instructed  to 
immediately  enter  same  as  cash  to  the  credit  of  His  Majesty,  and 
to  remit  same  by  bills  of  exchange.  There  can  be  no  proper  test 
for  the  new  management  this  year,  as  it  is  thought  the  island  will 
not  make  one  third  of  a  crop.  Gives  an  account  of  Lascelles's 
leaving  the  island  for  Antigua  on  board  the  "  Scarbarough,"  Captain 
Lisle,  without  first  settling  the  balances  due  to  the  revenue,  and  of 
the  partial  settlement  made  for  said  Lascelles  after  his  departure 
by  Thomas  Finlay,  an  attorney  at  law.  Details  his  own  further 
IJroceedings  with  William  Rawlins,  the  searcher,  who  was  certainly 
acquainted  with  all  the  irregularities,  having  attested  the  sales,  &e.

1744,  Xmas.  The  revenue  [in  Scotland]  has  been  this  year  so 
deficient  as  not  to  have  afforded  hitherto  itfore  than  500L  out  of 
[i.e.,  towards]  the  annuity  of  2,000L  granted  by  the  Act  of  5  Geo.  I., 
and  due  at  Midsummer  last.  The  following  expense  therefore  already 
incurred  is  to  be  met  as  money  comes  in  : —

„  promoting  the  manufacture  of  coarse  wool 
leaving  a  saving  of  846L  16s.  Od.  out  of  the  whole  fund  of  4,000i. 
per  an.  (which  said  fund  of  4,000i!.  is  made  up  of  the  above  2,000/., 
and  of  a  further  2,000/.,  being  interest  on  40,000/.  principal 
remaining  with  the  Royal  Bank  of  Scotland).  The  fishery  is 
in  a  declining  state.  The  herring  fishery  on  the  coast  has 
failed  everywhere  except  in  the  openings  of  the  Clyde, 
where  only  6,572  barrels  were  caught  and  cured  for  export. 
The  vessel  fitted  out  from  Zetland  for  the  cod  fishing  began 
successfully,  but  after  a  few  days'  fishing  was  taken  and  plundered 
by  a  French  privateer.  The  undertaker  entreated  to  be  released 
from  the  obligation  he  was  under  to  pursue  the  fishing  in  the  year 
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now  current,  which  the  Trustees  comphed  with,  thus  saving  for  this 
year  the  premium  of  80/.  The  undertaker  from  the  Clyde  to  fish  for 
cod  on  banks  to  the  westward  of  St.  Kilda  has  been  hkewise  released 
on  his  application,  thus  saving  the  premium  of  75L  Whilst 
fishing  in  large  vessels  at  any  distance  from  the  coast  is  by  the  war 
rendered  unsafe  it  seems  expedient  to  try  some  method  of  making 
the  winter  cod  fishing  in  small  open  boats  close  by  the  coast  useful 
by  introducing  the  Dutch  method  of  salting  and  curing  cod,  which 
preserves  the  fish  for  many  months  fit  for  use,  and  brings  a 
reasonable  price  at  the  foreign  market.  The  only  method  of  curing 
cod  hitherto  practised  in  Scotland  has  been  to  split  and  dry  them 
in  the  sun  on  the  beach,  a  practice  which  cannot  be  successfully 
followed  in  winter,  and  is  the  reason  why  fishermen  in  that  season, 
when  the  coast  cod  is  best,  do  not  carry  on  the  business  further 
than  is  necessary  for  serving  the  country  with  fresh  cod.  Therefore 
propose  to  give  to  William  Finlay  and  Archibald  Wylie,  masters  of 
wherries  in  the  Firth  of  Clyde,  SOL  each  for  fishing  for  cod  the 
year  through,  for  searching  out  and  discovering  the  proper  banks 
for  cod  in  that  firth,  and  on  the  neighbouring  coast,  and  for 
introducing  the  [Dutch]  method  of  curing  barrelled  cod. 

The  linen  manufacture  continues  to  prosper  notwithstanding  its 
many  difficulties.  In  the  year  5,480,727  yards  were  stamped  for 
sale,  an  excess  over  last  year  of  419,416  yards,  excluding  the  large 
quantities  constantly  made  for  private  use.  The  increase  would  be 
much  more  were  it  not  for  the  extravagant  price  yarn  bears  owing 
to  its  being  exported  to  England  and  Ireland,  and  the  demand  for 
it  to  be  converted  into  thread  and  thread  stockings,  whereof  a 
thriving  manufacture  is  carried  on  in  this  country.  As  the  loom 
stands  its  ground  against  this  discouragement  the  Trustees  hope  it 
will  make  a  speedy  progress  when  the  price  of  yarn  shall,  by  the 
increase  of  the  quantity  of  flax  and  of  the  number  of  spindles,  be 
reduced.  This  high  price  of  yarn  is  also  the  cause  of  the  small 
progress  hitherto  made  in  the  coarser  sorts  of  cloth  imitating 
Osnaburgs  and  Hessians.  Those  fabrics  require  a  coarser  sort  of 
yarn  for  their  woof  than  the  spinsters  in  this  country  have  been 
accustomed  to  produce,  and  as  they  can  get  a  high  price  for  what 
they  now  make  no  temptation  has  availed  with  them  to  alter  their 
method.  So  that  the  SOL  offered  for  prizes  for  encouraging  coarse 
spinning  has  been  saved,  both  this  year  and  last.  Hope  that  with 
the  increase  of  home-raised  flax,  the  coarser  part  whereof,  as  well 
as  the  tow,  must  be  employed  for  coarse  yarn,  the  price  of  coarse 
flax  and  tow  will  be  brought  as  low  in  Scotland  as  beyond  seas. 
Still  propose  to  offer  501.  for  next  year  for  spinning  coarse  yarn. 
The  disposition  to  sow  flax  over  the  country  is  daily  growing.  In 
the  present  year  have  paid  premiums  for  35  acres  more  than  in  the 
last,  and  in  last  year  for  106  acres  more  than  in  the  preceding  one. 
This  proceeds  from  the  farmers'  knowing  more  of  the  art  of  raising 
and  dressing  flax  than  heretofore.  By  repeated  experiments  it 
appears  that  flax  is  by  much  the  most  profitable  crop  that  any 
farmer  in  this  country  can  raise,  and  that  any  person  skilled  in  the 
pulling,  watering,  grazing  and  dressing  of  flax,  and  who  has  ponds, 
fields  and  proper  hands  for  the  business,  can  afford  to  pay  to  the 
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farmer  for  one  acre  of  flax  as  it  stands  on  the  ground  very  near 
double  the  value  of  what  that  acre  sowed  with  any  other  seed 
would  produce,  and  have  to  himself  a  return  of  as  much  more  after 
all  expenses.  What  prevents  the  speedy  propagation  of  flax  raising 
is  that  this  truth  is  not  universally  known  and  believed,  and  that 
the  farmer  after  he  sees  a  fine  crop  standing  on  his  ground  is 
disappointed  of  his  hope  of  profit  by  miscarriages  in  some  one  or 
other  of  the  succeeding  operations.  To  remove  this  difficulty 
propose  to  set  up  in  the  flax  raising  districts  persons  skilled  in  the 
pulling,  watering  and  dressing  of  flax  to  purchase  flax  from  the 
farmers  as  it  stands  in  the  fields,  and  to  go  through  the  subsequent 
parts  of  the  operation  on  his  own  account.  This  will  encourage  the 
farmers,  and  will  also  lead  persons  skilled  in  flax  dressing  to  think 
of  following  that  as  a  separate  business  after  the  example  of 
Holland,  where  the  dealer  in  this  branch  goes  by  the  name  of  a 
lint-boor.  Therefore  ijropose  to  issue  1001.  to  each  of  two  under- 
takers to  be  stationed  in  difl'erent  flax-raising  neighbourhoods,  they 
giving  security  to  purchase  from  the  neighbouring  farmers  at 
reasonable  rates  for  the  current  and  two  subsequent  years  the  flax 
standing  on  20  acres. 

The  mystery  of  whitening  fine  linen  is  perfectly  understood  by 
Messrs.  Gray  and  those  that  have  been  instructed  by  them.  Several 
experiments  have  been  made  for  discovering  a  cheap  method  of 
whitening  coarse  cloth,  but  without  success  hitherto.  Have 
expectation  from  several  experiments  made  on  a  lee  discovered  by 
James  Spalding,  and  propose  to  issue  501.  to  him  for  same.  Prom 
1741  till  last  Xmas  a  foreign  diaper  worker  has  been  entertained  at 
an  expense  of  40?..  per  an.  to  instruct  the  manufacturers  in  the  best 
method  of  mounting  diaper  looms  and  working  figured  linen.  He 
has  accordingly  communicated  his  knowledge,  whereby  the 
manufacturers  are  considerably  improved.  William  Cheap,  a  master 
in  the  figured  work,  was  directed  to  make  and  alter  mountings 
according  to  his  directions,  and  to  entertain  four  apprentices  to  the 
diaper  and  damask  loom,  which  he  has  done  at  some  loss.  Propose 
to  pay  him  1601.  to  indemnify  him,  and  to  aid  three  of  those 
apprentices,  who  are  still  alive,  to  enable  them  to  mount  diaper 
looms,  and  20/.  to  the  foreigner  to  allow  him  to  return  home.  Were 
unwilling  to  let  slip  the  opportunity  of  receiving  instructions  from 
the  foreign  diaper  worker  met  with  in  Scotland,  but  do  not  judge  it 
prudent  in  the  present  scanty  condition  of  the  Improvements  Fund 
to  attempt  propagating  that  manufacture,  as  the  figured  loom  is  so 
much  more  expensive  than  the  plain,  and  as  Scotland  is  not  yet 
provided  with  sufficient  flax  of  its  own  growth  and  of  such  cheapness 
as  to  put  the  manufacturers  here  on  a  level  with  those  countries  beyond 
seas  where  figured  linen  is  the  staple  commodity.  But  as  the  weavers 
are  now  possessed  of  the  art  do  not  fear  that  it  can  be  quickly  diffused 
so  soon  as  the  situation  of  the  Improvements  Fund  will  permit. 

In  consequence  of  the  success  of  the  spinning  schools  for  fine 
yarn  at  Inverness,  Elgin,  Forres  and  Crieff,  other  boroughs  are 
desirous  of  having  the  same  instruction,  particularly  Dumfries, 
which  lately  sent  none  to  be  instructed  at  a  school  erected  there, 
and  Dundee,  where  they  have  found  out  a  person  qualified  to  teach 
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a  sort  of  spinning  which  they  believe  will  be  proper  for  coloured 
thread,  of  which  a  promising  manufacture  is  established  there. 
Propose  therefore  to  set  up  schools  at  Dumfries  and  Dundee.  Have 
appointed  a  stampmaster  to  check  the  abuse  prevailing  in  the  yarn 
market  of  delivering  by  a  short  reel  and  a  false  tale.  In  Kirkcaldy 
and  the  neighbouring  boroughs  of  Fife  there  has  appeared  a 
promising  manufacture  of  checks  and  striped  linens  as  well  as  of 
thread  stockings.  Propose  to  encourage  a  proper  person  to  store 
whitened  yarn  fit  for  said  manufacture.  Propose  also  to  issue  lOOL 
to.  a  company  at  Glasgow  who  have  set  up  a  manufacture  of  tapes 
and  incle  there,  and  701.  to  one  at  Dundee,  who  have  similarly 
carried  on  a  manufacture  of  coloured  or  tailors'  thread.  Pursuant 
to  the  propositions  of  last  year  the  cambric  manufacture  is  jput  into 
the  hands  of  Messrs.  Tod  and  McCulloh,  who  are  in  possession  of 
all  the  houses  and  vaults  not  possessed  by  the  foreign  weavers. 
The  money  in  the  warehouse  keeper's  hands,  860L  7s.  Id.,  has  been 
delivered  to  them  as  well  as  the  salary  of  100?.  intended  for  the  said 
warehouse  keeper  up  to  Xmas  last,  and  they  are  carrying  on  the 
manufacture  according  to  their  contract  with  the  Trustees.  As  the 
foreign  cambric  workers  stand  still  in  need  of  the  small  annual  aids, 
propose  to  continue  them.  The  office  of  warehouse  keeper  was  held 
by  the  Secretary  to  the  Trustees,  who  for  many  years  carried  on  that 
bulky  business  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  whole  country.  As  his  salary 
is  now  appropriated  to  Messrs.  Tod  and  McCulloh,  propose  a  salary 
for  him  for  the  past  year.  Detail  further  propositions  for  the 
expenditure  of  1,541/.  out  of  the  3,811L  15s.  9^d.,  representing 
savings  on  the  fund.     25  pages.

exported  to  some  of  the  ports  of  France  :  that  the  consumption  of 
these  tobaccos  in  the  kingdom  of  France  hath  annually  increased 
and  about  60  British  ships  or  vessels  are  employed  in  this  branch 
of  trade,  which  is  the  more  beneficial  to  His  Majesty's  subjects  in 
regard  the  particular  sortment  consumed  there  is  only  used  in 
France,  and  not  fit  for  any  other  market  in  Europe  :  that  in  case

To  still  further  lighten  this  burden,  if  necessary,  propose  as  an 
expedient  that  the  two  pacquet  boats,  which  in  time  of  peace  with 
Spain  are  stationed  between  Falmouth  and  the  Groyne,  and  in 
time  of  war  have  been  usually  stationed  between  Lisbon  and 
Gibraltar,  where  they  at  this  time  are,  may  be  taken  off  from  that 
duty,  where  during  the  course  of  this  war  they  have  been  but 
seldom  wanted,  and  put  upon  that  of  the  West  Indies,  for  which 
they  are  very  proper  except  that  at  present  they  want  sheathing.

2rf.,  and  the  yearly  value 
thereof  was  about  366L  The  scheme  for  fortifying  the  said  town 
and  harbour  not  being  carried  out,  a  part  of  the  premises  consist- 
ing of  eight  houses  and  a  wharf  of  the  yearly  value  of  501.  were  in 
1716  by  an  Order  of  Council  directed  to  be  put  into  the  possession  of 
the  gunners  and  store  keepers  of  Land  Guard  Fort  till  such  time 
as  a  barrack  and  other  conveniences  could  be  built  for  them  at 
the  said  fort.  All  the  remaining  parts  of  the  said  premises 
were  demised  by  George  I.  by  letters  patent  under  the 
Exchequer  Seal,  1729,  July  24,  to  Sir  Philip  Parker  and  Thomas 
Heath  for  31  years  at  1101.  -per  an.,  with  covenants  for  repairs  and 
for  preventing  waste,  and  with  a  special  clause  of  resumption  at 
pleasure.

26p.  of  the  best 
of  the  land  washed  away  by  the  sea,  and  no  less  than  17  i^arcels 
consisting  of  houses,  warehouses,  and  stables  are  totally  destroyed, 
not  by  the  sea  but  for  want  of  common  repairs,  the  materials  having 
been  sold  or  converted  without  any  regard  to  the  covenants  of  the 
lease.  There  has  been  a  breach  made  by  the  sea  a  little  to  the 
south  east  of  the  town,  which  will  soon  reach  the  King's  highway 
and  reduce  the  town  to  an  island  if  not  prevented.  This  may  be 
easily  repaired  by  erecting  breakwaters  on  the  shore  where  the 
breach  is  made,  and  these  breakwaters  may  afterwards  be  continued 
round  the  cliff  and  forelands  at  proper  distances  if  by  experiment 
they  shall  be  found  to  answer  the  desired  end.

Subsequent  to  recommendations  of  Committees  of  the  House  of 
Commons  in  1800  and  1836,  the  Master  of  the  Rolls,  in  1866,  stated  to 
the  Lords  of  the  Treasury  that  although  "  the  Records,  State  Papers,

Being 
written  in  English,  it  is  of  value  as  a  record  of  the  language  spoken  in  Norfolk.

This  Chronicle  traces  the  history  of  the  monastery  from  its  foundation  by  King  Ina  of 
Wessex,  to  the  reign  of  Richard  I.  The  author  incorporates  into  his  history  various 
charters  of  the  Saxon  kings,  as  illustrating  not  only  the  history  of  the  locality  but  that  of 
the  kingdom. 

3.  Lives  of  Edward  the  Confessor.     1. — La  Estoire  de  Seint  Aedward  le 

Rei.  II. — Vita  Beati  Edvardi  Regis  et  Confessoris.  III. — Vita 
iEduuardi  Regis  qui  apud  Westmonaaterium  requiesoit.

The  first  is  a  poem  in  French,  probably  written  in  1245.  The  second  is  an 
anonymous  poem,  written  between  1440  and  1450,  which  is  mainly  valuable  as  a  specimen  of 
the  Latin  poetry  of  the  time.  The  third,  also  by  an  anonymous  author,  was  apparently 
written  between  1066  and  1074.

This  is  a  metrical  translation  of  a  Latin  Prose  Chronicle,  written  in  the  first  half  of  the 
16th  century.  The  narrative  begins  with  the  earliest  legends  and  ends  with  the  death  of 
James  I.  of  Scotland,  and  the  "  evil  ending  of  the  traitors  that  slew  him."  The  peculiarities 
of  the  Scottish  dialect  are  well  illustrated  in  this  version. 

7.  Johannis  Oapqrave  Liber  de   Illustbibus  Henbicis.     Edited  by  the 

Rev.  P.  C.  HiNGESTON,  M.A.     1858. 

The  first  part  relates  only  to  the  history  of  the  Empire  from  the  election  of  Henry  I.  the 
Fowler,  to  the  end  of  the  reign  of  the  Emperor  Henry  VI.  -The  second  part  is  devoted  to 
English  history,  from  the  accession  of  Henry  I.  in  1100,  to  1446,  which  was  the  twenty-fourth 
year  of  the  reign  of  Henry  VI.  The  third  part  contains  the  lives  of  illustrious  men  who 
have  borne  the  name  of  Henry  in  various  parts  of  the  world.

Regis  Henrioi  Septimi  ;  necuon  alia  quaedam  ad  aundem  Begem

The  contents  of  this  volume  are— (1)  a  life  of  Henry  Vll.,  by  his  poet  Laureate  and 
historiographer,  Bernard  Andre,  of  Toulouse,  with  some  compositions  in  verse,  of  which  he 
is  supposed  to  have  been  the  author ;  (2)  the  journals  of  Roger  Machado  during  certain 
embassies  to  Spain  and  Brittany,  the  first  of  which  had  reference  to  the  marriage  of  the 
King's  son,  Arthur,  with  Catharine  of  Arragon ;  (3)  two  curious  reports  by  envoys  sent  to 
Spain  in  1505  touching  the  succession  to  the  Crown  of  Castile,  and  a  project  of  marriage 
between  Heni7  VII.  and  the  Queen  of  Naples;  and  (4)  an  account  of  Philip  of  Castile's 
reception  in  England  in  1506.

It  also  gives  an 
account  of  the  laws,  regulations,  and  institutions  of  the  City  of  London  in  the  12th,  13th, 
and  early  part  of  the  14tli  centuries.

In  the  3rd  volume  is  a  Chronicle  of  English  History,  attributed  to  William  Rishanger, 
who  lived  in  the  reign  of  Edward  I. ;  an  account  of  transactions  attending  the  award  of  the 
kingdom  of  Scotland  to  John  Balliol,  1291-1292,  also  attributed  to  William  Rishanger,  but  on 
no  sufficient  ground  ;  a  short  Chronicle  of  English  History,  1292  to  1300,  by  an  unknown  hand  : 
a  short  Chronicle,  Willelmi  Rishanger  Gesta  Edwardi  Primi,  Regis  Anglise,  probably  by  the 
same  hand  :  and  fragments  of  three  Chronicles  of  English  History,  1285  to  1307. 

In  the  4th  volume  is  a  Chronicle  of  English  History,  1259  to  1296  :  Annals  of  Edward  II., 
1307  to  1323,  by  John  de  Trokelowe,  a  monk  of  St.  Albans,  and  a  continuation  of  Trokelowe's 
Annals,  1323, 1324,  by  Heni-y  de  Blaneforde  :  a  full  Chronicle  of  English  History,  1392  to  1400. 
and  an  account  of  the  benefactors  of  St.  Albans,  written  in  the  early  part  of  the  15th  century. 

The  5tli,  6th,  and  7th  volumes  contain  a  history  of  the  Abbots  of  St.  Albans,  793  to  1411, 
mainly  compiled  by  Thomas  Walsingham,  with  a  Continuation. 

The  8th  and  9th  volumes,  in  continuation  of  the  Annals,  contain  a  Chronicle  probably  of 
John  Amundesham,  a  monk  of  St.  Albans. 

The  10th  and  11th  volumes  relate  especially  to  the  acts  and  proceedings  of  Abbots 
Whethamstede,  Albon,  and  Wallingford. 

The  12th  volume  contains  a  compendious  History  of  England  to  the  reign  of  Henry  V. 
and  of  Normandy  in  early  times,  also  by  Thomas  Walsingham,  and  dedicated  to  Henry  V.
